Extract From W. I. Swain’s Letter, Legal Department, Car-Owning Managers’ 
Association. Swain Bldg., New Orleans, to This Prominent Tent Show Manager: 


I thank you for all you say and appreciate the sentiments expressed However 
now is the time for the Tent Dramatic Showmen to rally to action. 
“COMA” stands for Car-Owning Managers’ Association, and unless the tent 


showmen not owning private car or cars give me substantial assistance or co-opera- 
tion in this case 1 am going to discontinue making any effort to protect the interests 
of said showmen. 

Nineteen years ago tent dramatic showmen were paying local freight rates on 
everything they moved except scenery and wardrobe. Now they ca@ transport in Pas- 
senger Train Service as baggage anything from a stake to an elephant. Five years 
ago when railroads changed applicable tariffs that they might substitute box cars 
for baggage cars they would furnish two box cars mot less than thirty-six feet in 
length. Now the railroads can, as per applicable tariffs. substitute one box car, any 
length specified, im any condition, for each baggage car. 

If this particular ruling had the proper attention, protested, etc., by “COMA”, 
backed up with knowledge sufficient to ptay for a suspension and investigation and 
to go intelligently into a hearing if required, applicable tariffs would today be the 
same as they were five years ago. 

Recently I was informed by the General Passenger Agent of the largest trunk line 
of the South that they were substituting box cars for baggage cars, and yet to my 
personal knowledge this road has available at all times an extra supply of baggage 
cars, in face under oath several years past the then Assistane General Passenger Agent 
of the road referred to stated that they never substituted box cars for baggage cars. What 
is the big idea? Reason simply this, the railroad substitutes one short car for a 
baggage car and said box car will not hold the paraphernalia of the show, therefore, 
it is mecessary to pay for the movement of a second box car at a minimum of 
$30.00. 

The same General Passenger Agent remarked to me. ““Why should you worry, you 
own your baggage cars?’’ However, my remark that if they succeeded in putting ir 
over in a drastic and discriminatory way on the showman who did not own his baggage 
cars, it is quite probable that thty would make an effort to change the applicable 
tariffs that now apply to the movement of private baggage cars. 

In the case coming up I have won two preliminaries, and there is no reason 
why I should not win the case set at the St. Charles Hotel March 17th, 10;00 A.M., 
before an examiner of the Interstate Commerce Commission, Washington. D. C. 

The Washington I. C. C. have instructed Agents of Railroads of different pas- 
senger associations to furnish W. 1. Swain a copy of all supplements and tariffs, ete. 
We should consider this wonderful, as a lobby is required to be maintained by 
railroads in Washington whereby their representative their railroad of any 
proposed tariffs by municipalities, corporations or industrial organizations. Also it is 
quite flattering to know that “COMA” has never lost a case whereby it repre- 
sented a case before an Interstate or Intrastate Railroad Commission. 

The showmen are being invited to attend a meeting called in Chicago March 12th, 
Mr. Gillmore presiding. The railroad cases now pending and the one here specifically 
referred to are round-table affairs and no one showman will preside. 

By the way, will expect one of you to be in New Orleans Merch 17th to 
respond as a witness if called.

Project, Which for a Time Seemed To Face Abandonment, Now 
Expected To Prove Successful---Reuben Guskin Aiding in 
Floating $15,000 Stock in Company 


iW YORK, March 6.—A Jewish stock company has been organized in Los 


Angeles and 


is now playing on the 


West Coast for the first time in Jewish 


theatrical history, according to an announcement made yesterday by J. Green- 


field, presid nt of the 


ganized troupe is the first to play on the 
other Coast. 

The Western company has been playing 
for some time now. However, due to the 
fact that it is a pioneer experiment out 
there, it has had hard sledding. People 
have not as yet acquired the habit of 
going to see Jewish stock, and must be 
educated into the mood, opined Mr. Green- 
field, even as was at first necessary here 
in the Eastern cities. 

The Los Angeles company had been or- 
ganized by J. Goldstein. Recently it 
seemed as if he would have to abandon 
the project, for finances were in a bad 
way. However, patrons in back of it 
were loath to discontinue the innovation. 

Last week Reuben Guskin, business rep- 
resentative of the Hebrew Actors’ Union 
in this city, left for Los Angeles. At 
present $15,000 worth of stock in the 
company is being floated, and there is every 
indication, said Mr. Greenfield, that with 
Guskin’s aid the Western stock company 
will soon be on its feet again. 

If the Los Angeles company eventually 
proves that the Pacific Coast, as well as 
the Eastern, can support Jewish stock, 
other companies will be organized in San 
Francisco and other California cities. It 
is possible that several stars prominent 
on the Jewish stage in the East, such as 
Rosa Greenfield, Som Goldenburg, Julius 
Nathanson and Leon Blang, may go west 
after Easter to reinforce the West Coast 
company. a 

A sitvation analogous to that existing 
in Los Angeles recently arose in Boston. 
Just as wealthy Jews rallied to support 
the latest artistic movement in the form 
of the Los Angeles company when it 
tottered, so in Boston a number of wealthy 
business men co-operated in saving Julius 
Nathanson’s stock company when it 
seemed destined to go on the rocks after 
having been successfully operated for six 
years, Nathanson had all this while 
been actor-manager of the company play- 
ing at the Grand Opera House, Boston. 

A few weeks ago, at a testimonial din- 
ner to him at that theater, he announced 
to the surprise of .everyone present that 
for the past few months the company had 
been a losing proposition and he could no 
longer continue it. He said he would 
leave Boston shortly after, as he could 
no longer meet the salary expenses of his 
company of 12. 

Convinced that the bad season could be 
tided over, 20 Boston business men, 
prominent in Jewish life, got together and 
contributed $1,000 each. They induced 
Nathanson to carry on, and with the 
$20,090 he was able to continue with his 
productions.

SYNOPSIS OF SCENES 


ACT I—Dr. Weed’s Office.

Like his Roger Bloomer and_ his 
Processional, Nirvana in many ways bids 
promise for future writings from the pen 
off John Howard Lawson. Like the first 
two works, this latest is also in itself 
a little disappointing, but the fault is 
possibly not altogether the author's. 

A writer such as Lawson, who has his 
own and new conceptions of the terms 
of the theater—who creates his scripts 
with view to using the theater of these 
terms—is helpless in the hands of unin- 
spired and uncomprehending management. 
And there are few, if any, producers in 
this day who have the vision to grasp the 
Possibilities of the different. Lawson 
and his school should cultivate and de- 
velop a talent to direct their own plays 
or they should withhold their manu- 
scripts until they find an understanding 
impresario. Surely those who destined 
Nirvana for showing failed to vision, 
for their production is a realistic at- 
tempt where it obviously should be 
formalized and expressionistic. 

The play deals with the mind. And to 
see into the mind we must look past 
outside appearances. Realism on the 
stage is seldom familiarism. That room 
we catch brief glimpse of is real but not 
familiar. Those two men were strangers 
to us until the curtain went up. We say 
—oh, a sickroom and two men sitting 
there discussing religion. But to Law- 
son, there are two minds groping and the 
minds are not just sitting there in chairs. 
Thoughts are unreal and Nirvana, full 
of mysticisms and uncertainties, is built 
up on thoughts. The love affairs, the 
orgies, the melodramatics are unim- 
portant. They are not the play but 
merely the means. They ought not to be 
played realistically. 

The theme is rather difficult to under- 
stand, both because the piece is utterly 
misproduced and because apparently 
Lawson himself is a bit muddled. The 
preface in the program states that it 
“is a comedy of the uncertainties and 
aspirations of the thinking man as he 
confronts the enlarging universe—of peo- 
ple doing their stuff on the dizzy brink 
of disaster—yet continue to face forces 
as old as time with the grotesque and 
humorous half-assurance of the modern 
mind.” It is this mind that Lawson en- 
deavors to probe. He inquires if there 
is not a need for a new faith, a new 
religion more satisfying than any of the 
current forms, that may grow out of 
man’s relation to the electric void thru 
which he walks, out of man’s expression 
in jazz, radio, skyscrapers and machinery. 
The title, Nirvana, “is not used in the 
specific Buddhist sense, but simply to de- 
note the state of impossible peace which 
is the goal of all our striving,’ according 
to a program note. 

Lawson's writing is often unpleasant 
and irritating. His humor, and there is 
much of it, is cruel and biting. His ex- 


position is rugged and at times labored. 
Altogether he is not oversuccessful and 
Nirva will be short-lived, in this pro- 
ductio n at least But Lawson is trying 
to think, hich is more than can be 
credited to many of our dramatists. First 
Roger Bloomer, then Processional, and@ 
now this sort of mental Processional~— 
we may expect something great before 
long from this American :

Letup in Blue 
Law Agitation 


New York, March 8.—The amusement 
world need not overtax its lobbi« n pre- 
Paring a filibuster in the New York State 
Legislature this year against the pa ge 
of blue laws sponsored by the Lord’s Day 
Alliance, as this reform agency is not 
going to introduce the bills it planned 
for stringent change in the structure of 
the present blue laws relating to theatri- 
cal performances on the Sabbath, it was 
revealed today in an interview with an 
official of the Alliance. 

This action places the Lord’s Day Al- 
liance on record as doing nothing during 
this session of the Legislature coming to 
a close in six weeks except framing sev- 
eral amendments to the present Sunday 
law and preparing others that would 
virtually shut everything down on the 
first day of the week. One of the bills 
it planned was a measure which would 
require one day of rest of the seven for 
all performers, taking aim at the vaude- 
ville and burlesque interests in particular, 
but this as well as the other bills will 
not go to the present Legislature. 

It is understood the Lord's Day Al- 
liance as well as similar organizations 
have been told none of this type of 
legislation will be considered. The Al- 
Hance, knowing its bills will not be re- 
ported out of committee, is to wait until 
next year to take the action planned for 
this year unless the present machine in 
Albany sets its foot down against the 
annual reform measures clogging up the 
Legislature at every session. Protest from 
all over the State is reported to have 
been stromg this year against Sunday 
legislation. 

A hot attack against the Lord’s Day 
Alliance, which holds it is trying to pre- 
vent moral chaos in the loss of Sunday as 
an institution by its legislation, was 
delivered vesterday from the pulpit in the 
Church of St. Marks-in-the-Bowerie by 
Carlyle B. Haynes, who asserted “One of 
the chief curses of 20th century Chris- 
tianity is the iunatic fringe of blue-law 
reformers which hangs upon the skirts 
of the church. 


Haynes was scathing in his tirade 
against the Lord’s Day Alliance and 
similar reform organizations. He inti- 
mated they were attempting to cause 2a 
union of church and State, saying “there 
are no greater enemies of America and 
the principles of American Liberty today 
than those who advocate, as does the 
Lord’s Day Alliance, religious legislation 
which in effect means a union of church 
and State. Every citizen of America is 
guaranteed by the constitution freedom to 
worship God according to the dictates of 
his own conscience. This includes the 
right to choose his own Sabbath. This 
right the Lord’s Day Alliance seeks to 
destroy, It insists on the day that it has 
selected being covered by legislation and 
its observance enforced upon all citizens."

the case of the Federal Baseball League, 
Which decision said baseball was not 
interstate commerce despite the fact that 
the players and their equipment traveled 
from State to State.

The snappy part of the petition is where 
Ascher Bros. state that Harry F. Beau- 
mont, long the vaudeville booker for the 
Aschers at a salary of $130 a week 
and $15 allowance for automobile hire, 
also drew $75 a week from the Pantages 


office, unknown to the Aschers, for 
cinching the Pantages office with the 
Ascher theaters, 

The Aschers claim that they took Pan- 
tages acts in their houses under an oral 
agreement for a time, and then on the 
recommendation of Mr. Beaumont that 
they were in danger of losing the Pan- 
tages service entered into a written con- 
tract with the Pantages office for a 


period of 10 years to guarantee the neces- 


Sary acts The Aschers further state 
that on July 6, 1925, Mr. Beaumont and 
Charles E. Hodkins, Pantages manager 
n Chicago, presented a written, contract 
to the Aschers, representing that unless 
it was signed the Aschers would be in 
danger of losing their acts and that it 
would be impossible to obtain suitable 
acts elsewhere The petition says that 
the Aschers were unfamiliar with vaude- 
ville conditions and on the recommenda-

continue vaudeville in their Chateau 
Theater, of which Mr. Beaumont was 
manager, in addition to his booking 
duties The petition says that the 
Aschers intended to open another theater 
on the north side for vaudeville and that 


Ascher Bros. wrote Pantages that vaude- 
ville acts intended for the Chateau Thea- 
ter would be taken care of in other thea- 
ters until the new theater was opened. 
It is claimed that an agreement to this 
effect—an oral one—was made with Mr. 
Hodkins and that the Aschers notified 
a Beaumont to route his acts accord- 
ingly. 

It appears that this is the particular 
turn in the road where engine trouble 
developed. The Aschers claim that in the 
latter part of December Mr. Hodkins said 
he wasn't getting any acts booked over 
the Ascher chain of theaters. A query 
to Mr. Beaumont about the condition is 
said to have brought the reply that he 
couldn't get the acts he wanted from the 
Pantages Circuit. A call by the Aschers 
on Mr. Hodkins is claimed to have dis- 
closed the fact that Mr. Beaumont had 
for four years been in the employ of the 
defendant at a salary of $75 a week 


for “retaining in the office of defendant 
the business of complainant.” The peti- 
tion claims that Mr. Beaumont admitted 
having another salary of $75 a week 
when questioned by the Aschers. 
According to the petition after Mr. 
Reawhont wrote Mr. Hodkins that the 
Chateau would discontinue using Pan- 
tages acts Mr. Hodkins notified Mr. 


Reaumont that the $75 a week would be 


discontinued. Going further the petition 
says “that thereupon Mr. Beaumont dis- 
continued all Pantages acts on the Ascher 
Circuit. The complainant says that after 
learning of the arrangement between 
Messrs. Beaumont and Hodkins it noti- 


fied the defendant that the written con- 


tract between them was rescinded. On 
January 20, 1956, the Pantages Circuit 
began a suit against Ascher Bros. on the 


contract. mention of which was made in 


this publication. The complainant asks 
that the court rule the contract to be 
eanceled and that the Pantages Circuit 


be restrained from proceeding with its 
suit.

State-Lake Building, 
Chicago, IIl., Sold for 
Undisclosed Figure 


Chicago, March 5.—Announcement be- 
lieved to be official was made yesterday 
of the sale of the State-Lake Building, 
at State and Lake streets, to a corpora- 
tion headed by Raymond L. Redhoffer 
and Leonard S. Florsheim, for an undis- 
closed consideration It is understood 
that the Orpheum Circuit retains a long- 
term lease on the State-Lake Theater. 
The 12-story State-Lake Building was 
erected in 1319 to provide the Orpheum 
Circuit with a large and modern thea- 
ter. A report, not confirmed, says the 
Orpheum will pay a rental of $150,000 


annually on the State-Lake Theater, 
which has about 2,000 seats and which 
is said to make more net profits than 


any other theater in the country. 

Lawrence Stern & Company have un- 
derwritten a $1,800,000 bond issue on 
the State-Lake Building for 17 years at 
6 per cent. Showmen not concerned fi- 
nancially were shocked when the Orphe- 
um went “over in the jungles” and built 
the State-Lake Theater and_ building 
nearly two blocks from the Rialto but 
the patronage followed. Now the State- 
Lake Theater and the Chicago Theater, 
just across the street, have turned that 
part of the city into a blaze of lights 
and much activity The improvements 
on Wacker Drive, a block north, is said 
to have greatly advanced property values 
in that section, also. Some realty men 
believe the State-Lake office to 
now be worth $3,000,000.

Loew’s State, New York

After an irritatingly slow start the bill 
today, once it got going, sailed along to a 


whirlwind finish, in the nature of the 
act got together by Roscoe Ails, which 
closed and stopped the show. Lionel 
Mike Ames is also responsible, in part, 


for sending away the patrons thoroly 
satisfied. Alice Joyce is starred with 
Conway Tearle in Dancing Mothers, the 
feature film. 

Three Hermann Brothers, capable gym- 
nasts, opened with a brief routine of 
hand-to-hand balancing which scored 
nicely after the delayed start. The fea- 
tures of their offering are the back dives 
to the hands of the understander, the 
dives from the pedestal and the final one 
from the pedestal to his colleague via the 
springboard, receiving good hands. 

Dorothea Neilson and Company have a 
pleasing musical offering, aided to no 
little extent in getting across by the 
excellent lighting arrangements which 
sort of accentuate the classic nature of 
the violin selections. Miss Neilson, a 
pretty girl in a most becoming gown, is 
an accomplished violinist and offered a 
wisely chosen program. Her pianist also 
scored with his solo. 

Rucker and Perrin, two men, one 
working in Chinese makeup, the other in 
blackface, got some pretty good comedy 
across, and their closing harmonizing and 
vodeling were well received. But the act 
was often dull and the intervals between 
the laughs were monotonous. The busi- 
ness with what seems to be the Chinese 
version of a ukulele is too long in pro- 
portion to the comic value inherent in 
it. Some of the wisecracks have no 
trouble in scoring. 

Lionel Mike Ames, unlike a good many 
other female impersonators, does not 
feign femininity from the start only to 
reveal his identity at the close, but ap- 
pears first as himself and announces that 
he has forsaken college and engineering 
for the stage and that he will show the 
audience what a beautiful “woman” a 
man can make sometimes. A short film 
shows the University of Michigan varsity 
show “leading lady” in various female 
makeups. He displays a number of ex- 
pensive and becoming gowns in the 
course of his act and he wears them well. 
Aided by Paul Bernard at the piano, he 
puts some songs across that are pleasing 
despite the weak voice. The comedy and 
patter all thru the offering indicate that 
Ames is not trying to get by merely on 
his impersonations and gowns, tho they 
are, of course, the mainstay of the act. 

Roseoe Ails, with Katie Pullman, who 
also collaborate with the following act 
billed only as Syncopation’s Favorite 
Band and which is from all appearances 
an integral part of the Ails offering, to- 
gether have a 30-minute fare of enter- 
tainment hard to beat. Opening in one, 
Ails and his partner seem to be about to 
offer a conventional comedy-talking act. 
Tho some of the dialog is as old as 
Methuslah it is nevertheless hilariously 
funny. Ails has put in a gag about the 
recent Earl Carroll party that is timely 
and witty and makes a good opener. 
Some more talk of a similar nature is 
used in closing. Between the two talking 
spells, however, there is some of the 
neatest, prettiest and most difficult danc- 
ing by Joe Rose, Dorothy Ellsworth, Cecil 
Graham and Ails himself. which stops the 
show. The six-piece jazz orchestra sunp- 
plies more than merely perfunctory ac- 
companiment, the leader’s violin solo 
getting a great hand The acrobatic 
number by Miss Ellsworth and the ec- 
centric and novel dance by Ails, the tap 
work of the little colored boy and the 
leaping and bounding by the other fellow 
got terrific hands, all deserved.

This offering is presented by E. G. 
Sherman and is also billed as the 18 
College Maids, altho there are 15 ail told, 
including the dancer. It is a big-time 
novelty by virtue not only of the sheer 
weight of numbers but marvelous musi- 
clanship and a novelty ccmbination on 
the whole. a 


The setting is an attractive yellow 
ecyclorama drop, with both pianos covered 
also for no special reason outside of 
the fact that it makes it look different. 
The girls are clad in light green gowns, 
some a little shorter than would seem 
necessary if a costumer were anywhere 
in the neighborhood. . However, this is 
hardly noticeable until they take a bow. 

Instrumentation is the regulation full 
jazz outfit and includes a harp and cello 
as well. The saxophone and brass sec- 
tions are there powerful and easily 
demonstrated this before they were thrv 
playing. Opening number is Moonlight 
and Roses, with the roses being projected 
in a steady stream on the scrim drop. 
This is not exactly new in vaudeville 
presentation, but one of the girls (vio- 
linist) sings in a clear soprano voice that 
does much to sell the act right off the 
bat. This songstress should be heard 
more often, as her voice is more effective 
than the girl dancer who holds forth be- 
tween orchestra selections. The dancer, 
we presume, is Helen Dobbin.

so repetitious that the monotony is most 
irritati in spots, 

One of the pair dresses in trick clothes 
and bears the brunt of the comedy. The 
other, neatly dressed, is a good straight.

Here is an act that for quick repartee 
and or'ginality would be hard to beat. 
It is sure-fire dialog all the way thru, 
with not a moment's lapse. It is much 
to the offering’s credit that very few 
of the comebacks in this common enough 
squabble between husband and wife are 
old stuff. 


Before an adequate drop representing 
the outside of The Blind Pig, a country-

And thruout it all there is a 
certain unity of action and continuity of 
conversation which lends it additional 
value as entertainment. 


Toward the end of the act the husband 
delivers some pungent lines just before 
he goes into the inn to refresh himself 
with the forbidden liquid. In the interim 
the girl sings one of those recitative 
songs—a commentary on married lines— 
delivered in pretty good style. But 
obviously her specialty is not singing. 

The man comes out with a bottle and 
some good comedy ensues ‘with the talk

The ending 
s one of the least original bits of the 
offering. Wifie decides to give hubby 
the subpoena which she had ready to 
serve on him in return for a hundred 
dollars. The money and subpoena change 
hands. Then the wife, after the sub- 
poena is hastily torn, announces that it 
was a fake anyway. Whereupon her 
spouse brings the curtain down with the 
assertion that so was the money—and he 
a’so comes pretty near bringing down 
the house with it. A hackneyed ending, 
but it supplied the necessary punch and 
this audience seemed unaware of the 
vintage of the gag. 

As an encore the girl delivers a 
Philosophie round of advice on how to 
live happily tho married. It added no 
further value to the act. For an act 
that is almost exclusively talky this gets

One leader, however, who records 
prolifically, and who is organizing a 
“¢ combination to go into a new New 
York night place, is engaging no men 
who do any free-lance recording on 
the outside. 

“I’m getting good men,” he told The 
Billboard, “but I won't

my job completely exhausted.” 


RADIO PROVES BOON 
TO MANY MUSICIANS 


Commercial Stations Pay Big 
Money to Numerous Bands--- 
“Name” Outfits Always in 
Demand 


New York, March 6.—One of the great- 
est boons to the modern musician, it is 
now conceded, has been the radio, and 
the so-called commercial stations, among 
which WEAF, operated bv. the American 
Telephone & Telegraph Company, is the 
leader. 

The many 


“advertising hours” have 


given lucrative employment to many, and - 


so generous are the advertisers with the 
entertainers they engage that many of 
them, including not a few of consider- 
able prominence, have given up all other 
interests to devote all their time to 
the . air. 

The quality of entertainment offered 
by those who buy the air is, in the main, 
excellent, altho a general sameness char- 
acterizes many of the offerings. Leading 
“promotion” orchestras are the Ipana 
Troubadours, directed by Sam Lanin, and 
employed by the Ipana toothpaste or- 
ganization; the Goodrich Silvertown Cord 
Orchestra, directed by Joseph Knecht, 
late of the Waldorf-Astoria; the Cliquot 
Club Eskimos, a banjo group directed by 
Harry Reser, and offered by the ginger 
ale manufacturers; the Davis Saxophone 
Octette, presided over by Clyde Doerr 
in the interests of the Davis Baking 
Powder Company, and others. 

Other national advertisers employing 
the radio include Smith Brothers, the At- 
lantic & Pacific stores, Shinola and the 
Happiness Candy stores. Ninety per 
cent of them have contracted with WEAF 
for the ether exploitation, as that sta- 
tion, thru its remote control, gives the 
air buyer no less than a dozen im- 
portant outlets in principal cities as far 
west as St. Louis. The usual rate is, 
exclusive of the _ entertainer# cost, 
32.500 an hour. 

Wednesday and Thursday nights are 
those most in demand by radio adver- 
tisers, which probably accounts for the 
falling off in theater and cafe circles on 
those nights. The programs offered are 
usually mixed, with modern music getting 
the big play, and classics interspersed 
thruout to give the programs “tone”. 
Each feature carries a special announcer, 
usually of the gushy type, and these an- 
nouncers have, of late, been using fierce 
rhymes to brighten up their announce- 
ments. 

Of the other important air orchestras, 
Ben Bernie, at the Roosevelt, and Vincent 
Lopez, at the Casa Lopez, get the big 
play, with Ernie Golden, at the McAlpin, 
a close third in pepularity. Each of 
these lads announces, Lonez doing 
“straichts”, Bernie clowning “deliciously” 
and like the true showman that he is, and 
Golden employing dialect. 

Comparatively new additions to the list 
of broadcasting orchestras include Ross 
Gorman, on WEAF; George Olsen and 
Fred Rich, on WJZ, and Jack Denny 
and Frank Cornwell on WMCA.,

Is Lauder an Asset to a House? 


ONDON, Feb. 17.—We are not out to 
set any conundrums. Undoubtedly 
Lauder is the biggest attraction this 

side, but capacity can only be capacity; 
but does capacity affect other angles? 
More and more involved, isn’t it? Weé 
have been watching the houses at the 
Victoria Palace, where Lauder is play- 
ing his ony London engagement, and 
that for three consecutive weeks. They 
say_ that Sir Oswald Stoll wouldn’t rise 
to Lauder’s own view of his undoubted 
value and that Jack Hayman again 
scored over al] the other London man- 
agements. We remember Gillespie say- 
ing that Lauder payed to over $20,000 
at the Alhambra, Glasgow, and that tho 
it seemed a big lump for the Scotsman 
to get away with, namely $10,000 at 50- 
50, nevertheless the Alhambra picked up 
a like amount, which showed ’em a very 
considerable profit. And there you are. 
But that’s in Glasgow. At the Victoria 
Palace every available seat is booked, 
but they have not bumped up the stand- 
ing places. The Lauder fans seem to be 
a set apart and only want to see him, 
and then in comfort, Mark you, they 
are dofmg enormous, but we think the 
management expected a bulging attend- 
ance which hasn't happened. It could 
only bulge on the “standee” department. 
The saloon trade—namely the booze de- 
partment—seems to have suffered and 
we estimate it down, say, $600 to $700 
on the week. Still the Victoria Palace 
isn’t hurt any, because with a cheaper 
company they'll do as good business and 
probab y pick up this loss in booze sales. 
Still it all counts. 


Do Performers Patronize Their Own Fund? 


When Harry Marlow put over his last 
Variety Ball in Manchester, on the 10th 
last, it was common comment among 
those in the know that of al! the variety 
acts in the two revues at the Hippodrome 
and the Ardwick only two folk came 
along. The tickets were only $5.25, but 
Marlow had made special arrangements 
for chorus ~irls to be admitted at $3. 
It's suggested that some “principals” 
thought they were eligible for this re- 
duced rate also, but when it was made 
very definite that this was not they 
faded away as above told. It is a re- 
grettable fact that the performers this 
side of late have not patronized their 
own charity, tho in the earlier days the 
enthusiasm was such that managerial 
donations, altho received, were looked 
upon as not being of it. This antagonistic 
—— (that was in 1907 and 1908) is 
now happily gone and it must be ad- 
mitted at once that were it not for the 
munificent donations from Sir Oswald 
Stoll and his companies, from R. H. Gil- 
lespie and the Moss Tour, and also your 
E. F. Albee, the “Artistes’ Own Charity” 
would hardly keep going for a month. 
Sometimes they think over here that 
after all the system adopted on your 
side by the managers of “assessing” 
artistes and compelling them to donate 
something is a right one, but there must 
also be a tax upon the pubiic when per- 
formers give benefits for local or na- 
tional charities and the like. After all 
the national and local charity functions 
couldn’t be run without’ these matinees 
and Sunday performances, could they?

As recently pointed out in this de- 
partment, the promiscuous recording 
of musicians is getting on the nerves 
of some of the more prominent leaders 
in town, who find themselves, in most 
cases, pewerless to check the evil. 

One leader, however, who records 
prolifically, and who is organizing a 
“¢ combination to go into a new New 
York night place, is engaging no men 
who do any free-lance recording on 
the outside. 

“I’m getting good men,” he told The 
Billboard, “but I won't employ so- 
ealled stars who are in ,recording 
laboratqries with other leaders six 
days a week, and then show up on 
my job completely exhausted.” 


RADIO PROVES BOON 
TO MANY MUSICIANS 


Commercial Stations Pay Big 
Money to Numerous Bands--- 
“Name” Outfits Always in 
Demand 


New York, March 6.—One of the great- 
est boons to the modern musician, it is 
now conceded, has been the radio, and 
the so-called commercial stations, among 
which WEAF, operated bv the American 
Telephone & Telegraph Company, is the 
leader. 

The many 


“advertising hours” have 


given lucrative employment to many, and - 


so generous are the advertisers with the 
entertainers they engage that many of 
them, including not a few of consider- 
able prominence, have given up all other 
interests to devote all their time to 
the. air. 

The quality of entertainment offered 
by those who buy the air is, in the main, 
excellent, altho a general sameness char- 
acterizes many of the offerings. Leading 
“promotion” orchestras are the Ipana 
Troubadours, directed by Sam Lanin, and 
employed by the Ipana toothpaste or- 
ganization; the Goodrich Silvertown Cord 
Orchestra, directed by Joseph Knecht, 
late of the Waldorf-Astoria; the Cliquot 
Club Eskimos, a banjo group directed by 
Harry Reser, and offered by the ginger 
ale manufacturers; the Davis Saxophone 
Octette, presided over by Clyde Doerr 
in the interests of the Davis Baking 
Powder Company, and others. 

Other national advertisers employing 
the radio include Smith Brothers, the At- 
antic & Pacific stores, Shinola and the 
Happiness Candy stores. Ninety per 
cent of them have contracted with WEAF 
for the ether exploitation, as that sta- 
tion, thru its remote control, gives the 
air buyer no less than a dozen im- 
portant outlets in principal cities as far 
west as St. Louis. The usual rate is, 
exclusive of the entertainers’ cost, 
32.500 an hour. 

Wednesday and Thursday nights are 
those most in demand by radio adver- 
tisers, which probably accounts for the 
falling off in theater and cafe circles on 
those nights. The programs offered are 
usually mixed, with modern music getting 
the big play, and classics interspersed 
thruout to give the programs “tone”. 
Each feature carries a special announcer, 
usually of the gushy type, and these an- 
nouncers have, of late, been using fierce 
rhymes to brighten up their announce- 
ments. 

Of the other important air orchestras, 
Ben Bernie, at the Roosevelt, and Vincent 
Lopez, at the Casa Lopez, get the big 
play, with Ernie Golden, at the McAlpin, 
a close third in poepularity. Each of 
these lads announces, Lonez doing 
“straiehts”, Bernie clowning “deliciously”

Is Lauder an Asset to a House? 


ONDON, Feb. 17.—We are not out to 
set any conundrums. Undoubtedly 
Lauder is the biggest attraction this 

side, but capacity can only be capacity; 
but does capacity affect other angles? 
More and more involved, isn’t it? We 
have been watching the houses at the 
Victoria Palace, where Lauder is play- 
ing his ony ndon engagement, and 
that for three consecutive weeks. They 
say that Sir Oswald Stoll wouldn't rise 
to Lauder’s own view of his undoubted 
value and that Jack Hayman again 
scored over al] the other London man- 
agements. We remember Gillespie say- 
ing that Lauder payed to over $20,000 
at the Alhambra, Glasgow, and that tho 
it seemed a big lump for the Scotsman 
to get away with, namely $10,000 at 50- 
50, nevertheless the Alhambra picked up 
a like amount, which showed ’em a very 
considerable profit. And there you are. 
But that’s in Glasgow. At the Victoria 
Palace every available seat is booked, 
but they have not bumped up the stand- 
ing places. The Lauder fans seem to be 
a set apart and only want to see him, 
and then in comfort, Mark you, they 
are dofnmg enormous, but we think the 
management expected a bulging attend- 
ance which hasn't happened. It could 
only bulge on the “standee’” department. 
The saloon trade—namely the booze de- 
partment—seems to have suffered and 
we estimate it down, say, $600 to $700 
on the week. Still the Victoria Palace 
isn’t hurt any, because with a cheaper 
company they'll do as good business and 
probab y pick up this loss in booze sales. 
Still it all counts. 


Do Performers Patronize Their Own Fund? 


When Harry Marlow put over his last 
Variety Ball in Manchester, on the 10th 
last, it was common comment among 
those in the know that of all! the variety 
acts in the two revues at the Hippodrome 
and the Ardwick only two folk came 
along. The tickets were only $5.25, but 
Marlow had made special arrangements 
for chorus ~irls to be admitted at $3. 
It’s suggested that some “principals” 
thought they were eligible for this re- 
duced rate also, but when it was made 
very definite that this was not they 
faded away as above told. [It is a re- 
grettable fact that the performers this 
side of late have not patronized their 
own charity, tho in the earller days the 
enthusiasm was such that managerial 
donations, altho received, were looked 
upon as not being of it. This antagonistic 
feeling (that was in 1907 and 1908) is 
now happily gone and it must be ad- 
mitted at once that were it not for the 
munificent donations from Sir Oswald 
Stoll and his companies, from R. H. Gil- 
lespie and the Moss Tour, and also your 
E. F. Albee, the “Artistes’ Own Charity” 
would hardly keep going for a month. 


Sometimes they think over here that 
after all the system adopted on your 
side by the managers of “assessing” 


artistes and compelling them to donate 
something is a right one, but there must 
also be a tax upon the pub:ic when per- 
formers give benefits for local or na- 
tional charities and the like. After all 
the national and local charity functions 
couldn’t be run without’ these matinees 
and Sunday performances, could they? 


Cambridge University and “Magic Circle”

River Observers Believe That Breaking 18- 
Mile Ice Pack in Allegheny May En- 
danger River Traffic 


Pittsburgh. Pa., 


March 6.—River ob- 
servers here believe the ice gorge- tha: 
have held residents of the Allegheny 
River cities in fear practically all winter 
will not cause much damage to rive: 
traffic when warmer weather causes them 
to hreak up and move down the river 
Last week a thaw and rising waters 
inundated many miles of the countrysic: 
about Franklin and Oil City, Pa. and 
caused a suspension of all travel be- 
tween the two cities. Colder weather 
again froze the river over and other 
gorges have formed, some as hich as 
25 feet and 18 miles in leneth. 

When the thaw does come, the Ohio 
River will be clogged with the big ice 
floes for many days, these observers be- 
lieve. Tce always has been one of th: 
greatest dangers which rivermen have to 
combat and at this time of the year when 
various showboat owners and managers 
are making preparations for the opening 
of their season the danger will be a 
great one for them However, there is 
said to be but little danger unless one of 
the boats is caught in a gorge which is 
8 to form at some place along the 
river. 

yovernment engineers and rivermen are 
making extensive preparations along the 
upper Ohio to handle the floes when the 
gorge does break. A desperate measure is 
beigg planned to break the gorge. Dr. 
Howard T. Barnes, scientist of McGill 
University, Montreal, Can., who has suc- 
cessfully broken a number of gorges in 
Canadian rivers, has arrived at Franklin. 
He is to use thermite. A number of drums 
containing it are to be placed at different 
places on the ice and a flash exp'osion 
is planned which turns the thermite into 
a molten compound with a temperature 
of 5.000 degrees Fahrenheit. Dynamite 
has repeatly failed to break the gorge.

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Nat'l Music Week Committee 
Issues New Publications 


C. M. Tremaine, director of the Na- 
tional Bureau for the Advancement of 
Music and secretary of the Music Week 
Committee, states in his annual report 
that from 1924 to 1935 there were 425 
new communities observing Music Week, 
making a total of 1,205 towns and cities 
holding a National Music Week Celebra- 
tion, and that, altho the 1826 celebration 
will not be held until May 2 to 8, more 
than 100 localities had already signified 
their intention to participate in the event 
this year. As a means of giving further 
aid to localities in the preparation of 
their program for Music Week several 
new publications are ready and canbe had 
upon request. One entitled Suggestions for 
Music Week Entertainments contains a 
list of operettas, cantatas, pantomimes, 
readings with music, ete., with each num- 
ber listed giving a short explaygatory 
note together with the name of the pub- 
lisher. Another new help is Special Sun- 
day Servic€, in which are outlined origi- 
nal musical numbers for performance, a 
processional and music for the use of 
choirs. Of particular interest to those 
who contemplate organizing for the ob- 
servance of Music Week there is now 
ready a new Guide for the Organization 
of Local Music Weeks, in which sug- 
gestions are offered as to plans carried 
on by different communities during the 
1925 observance. Other pamphlets and 
folders which will be found very helpful 
include Music. Week in the Industries, 
Music Week in the Motion § Pictuwe 
Houses, National Music Week. Its Scope 
and Purpose; Community Singing, etc. As 
has been the annual custom of the Na- 
tional Music Week Committee a set of 
literature will be sent free of charge to 
any individual or local committee arrang- 
ing for a Music Week.

What Kitty dd in her first number mad 
an instantaneous hit that she held on 
her every reappearance, be it in song and 
dance or in scenes. We have caught 
this clever little soubret in other shows 
and conceded her to be wne of the best 
in the business, but in this presentation 
she was a revelation as a comedienne in 
scenes that evoked laughter and applause 
with her clean and clever comedy, with 
the versatility to work as a leading-lady 
straight to the comiques in several 
scenes, in which she fed them like a 
typical straight man. ° 

In a chic costume Kitty revealed her- 


self as an orator in presenting living 
picture posing of selected girls, inter- 
preting and portraying several well- 


known works of art. with a large gold 
illuminated frame backstage, lending pic- 
turesque class to a burlesque presentation 
that has not, to our personal knowledge, 
been excelled on Broadway. 

Kitty in her own singing and dancing 
specialty near the close of the show could 
have held the stage indefinitely. 

Bennie Moore and Chuck Wilson shared 
the comedy in individual and combined 
bits in a co-operative manner that was 
really admirable. 

Moore is doing a typical wop, Wilson a 
short, stout-statured fellow in clean 
custom-tailored comedy clothes, with a 
reddened facial makeup, a wise-cracking, 
somewhat eccentric, simp. The contrast- 
ing personalities of the comiques and 
their clean, clever, comedy-making work 
have seldom been equaled by any two co- 
comiques on the circuit. Both comiques 
do singing and dancing specialties, single 
and in combination with other principals 
in the company, coming to the front in 
the clos ng scene of the show in tux 
attire for an exit dance in company with 
the star. 

Frankie Moore, a pretty, titian-tinted

The scenic equipment runs mostly to 
pictorial silken drapes and drops, altho 
there are several full-stage’ sets of 
realistic scenery. The gowning and cos- 
tuming are up to the standard set by the 
a ay 

Walter Brown and Walter (Boob) Mc- 
Manus are being featured with comedy 
material apropos to their individual char- 
acterizations, talent and ability. 

Brown has changed his facial makeup 
to a more grotesque registration than 
formerly. He makes frequent changes of 
comedy clothes. While he has dropped 
his former lines of “in the woods" he 
retains the actions. In his lines Brown 
relies on his double entendre to evoke 
laughter and applause and leaves nothing 
to the imagination. Be that as it may 
the women in the audience accepted 
Brown's laugh-evoking lines and actions 
unblushingly and applauded as loud and 
long as the men. 

Walter (Boob) McManus has also 
changed his facial makeup with a more 
pallid, staring-into-vacancy, semi-dreamy- 
crossed-eyed registration, frequent 
changes of burleSque attire, and evinces 
far more aggressiveness than he has ever 
shown in previous seasons.

The controversy, nearly a year — 
between the Cincinnati local No. 5 an 
the Cincinnati Zoo for increases for back- 
stage men working the opera presented in 
the park, has been settled amicably, ac- 
cording to announcement from I. A. head- 
quarters in New York. Demands for 
raises in the salaries of departmental 
heads and assistants were made last May, 
but were fought strenuously by the Zoo 
management, with the result no opera 
Was given last summer. 

At that time the Cincinnati local re- 
quested an increase of $10 a week for 
the heads and 50 cents a performance 
for extra men on the basis of the scale 
in effect in Cincinnati's down-town thea- 
ters. The Cincinnati Zoo regarded these 
demands as excessive and unjust, but in 
the face of discontinuing grand opera for 
the summer the stagehands’ local would 
not relent. 


The Wardman Park Theater, a fashion- 
able neighborhood house in Washington, 
D. C., operated by the management of 
the Wardman Park Hotel, has been de- 
clared “unfair” by the International 
Alliance, which has issued a road call to 
take effect March 10. The Thomas Her- 
bert Stock Company has the house under 
lease at the present time. 


A road call has been issued ee 
the State fairgrounds at Fargo, North 
Dakota, which is understood to have been 
operated last summer on an _ open-shop 
policy. The call, requested by the 
Fargo, N. D., local (No. 510), becomes 
effective March 10, placing the fair- 
grounds and anything that is offered 
there on the “unfair” list. The accus- 
tomed lack of information and details 
somes the request for the call, but 
it is thought to have been obtained as a 
precautionary measure against the fair 
for next summer or as a result of efforts 
at this time to sign a contract with the 
management of the fairgrounds to em- 
ploy union men. 


By waiting until the fair opens, as was 
found in the case of the est Virginia 
and Texas State fairs, each of which 
was declared “unfair”, the fairs were 
over by the time the call took effect 
and there was no need on the part of 
the fair managements to negotiate with 
the local stagehands’ unions until the 
next season rolled around. This is 
caused by the two weeks’ notice given the 
management before a call takes effect, 
affording a “last opportunity” to settle 
with the local union. 

Last year’s Fargo Fair was held under 
the auspices of the Inter-State Fair As- 


sociation from July 20 to 25. It refused 
to employ union men, according to the 
International Alliance in New York. 


A road call, on request of the Musi- 
cians’ Union, has been issued by the 
International Alliance against the Capi- 
tol Theater at Logan, Utah, a house 
that plays vaudeville and pictures with 
an occasional traveling attraction. Both 
musicians and stagehands are already 
out of the house. The Stagehands’ 
Union has no local at Logan, Utah, leav- 
ing the call applicable only to traveling 
members. 


Union men are to return to work in 
the Columbia Theater at San Francisco 
and at the Dominion Theater in Winni- 
peg, Can., following a brief strike, pre- 
cipitated in each instance by contro- 
versies between the management and the 
musicians. The San Francisco house was 
placed on the “unfair” list March 5 and 
the Winnipeg house December 9. 


A new local, to be known as No. 573, 
has been installed at Moberly, Mo.. 
which formerly was under the jurisdiction 
of Sedalia, Mo., Local No. 135, 60 miles 
distant. Vice-President John P. Nick, of 
St. Louis, supervised the installation of 
the new local, composed chiefly of mem- 
bers of the Sedalia local employed in 
theaters in Moberly. 


The road call against Memorial Hall 
at Carthage, Mo., in effect since June 
27 last year, has been lifted, accord ng 
to advices from the Carthage Local No. 
595 informing the I. A. a contract has 
been signed to employ union men in the 


hall. Vice-President John P. Nick, of St. 
Louis, was instrumental in settling the 
controversy. 


The International Alliance is planning 
to move into its new and more spacious 
quarters in the building at 1440 Broad- 
way, New York, earlier than May 1, it 
is understood It is expected the I. A. 
headquarters will vacate the old building 
in West 40th early in April ac- 
cording to announcement.

OT so very long ago a player in The 
N Monkey Talks Company, for which 


the contracts had been signed by 


Arch Selwyn, was approached by his 
company iger and asked to take a 
cut in s y amounting to 33 1-3 per 
cent. The player declined tg accept it 


and was given his two weeks’ notice. Then 
he asked whether Mr. Selwyn had author- 
ized the cut. 

‘Mr. Selwyn’s in Europe,” he was told, 
“and cannot be disturbed at all. I’m tak- 
ing my orders direct from Mr. Fox.” 

Then it came out that altho the receipts 
of the company had within a few weeks 
climbed from $8,900 to $13,000 a week 
every member of the company had been 
forced to take a one-third cut in salary. 

Equity felt that an injustice was being 
perpetrated in this case, and asked Mr, 
Kaplan io reconsider his action. As a 
result of this intervention the actor was 
restored to his place and given a run-of- 
the-play contract at his original salary. 

But the interest of the association is 
not confined solely to this particular case. 
In instances where a play is in financial 
difficulties which may be overcome if it 
ean be kept running, it is recognized that 
it may be to the interest of the players 
to forego part of their salaries for the 
time needed to put the play on its feet. 

The receipts of this play were climbing. 
The players were asked to take cuts not 
to save the production but to enable the 
manager to make more profits. 

The feeling of the officers and council 
of the association is that cuts should be 
asked and taken only where the players 
themselves are convinced of the necessity. 
In all cases where that necessity is not 
apparent all members are notified to get 
in touch with the nearest Equity office. 


Equity will not permit cuts which are 
not necessary to the life of a production. 


Tent Managers To Meet in Chicago March 12 


The executive secretary is leaving New 
York on March 10 to attend the meeting 
of Tent Show Managers, which has been 
ealled for March 12 in Corinthian Hall, 
Chicago. 

From that meeting it is hoped that a 
national organization of tent show man- 
agers can be evolved which will be able 
to represent the tent show manager 
against unscrupulous competition and dis- 
criminatory legislation. 

The sympathy and support of the 
Actors’ Equity Association will go out to 
this or any similar organization of tent 
managers which is sincerely interested in 
solving the very real problems which con- 
front that section of the theater. 


Harry Lane on Tour of Stocks 


Harry J. Lane of Equity headquarters 
staff is on a tour of inspection among the 
stock companies of New England, South- 
ern Canada and Pennsylvania, which is 
expected to last about five weeks in all. 

Of conditions in the Modern Players’ 
Stock Company in Providence, R. IL, Mr. 
Lane wrote: “Edna Earle Andrews, a 
member of this company, lost her mother 
and thru illness she lost nine weeks. 
During all this time not one cent was de- 
ducted from her salary, and she was paid 
in full for the nine weeks.” 

Such acts bring actors and managers 
into closer relations than any amount of 
pledges of friendship. 


Layoffs on Coast to Coast 


The general difficulties encountered by 
managers who attempt to secure continu- 
ous bookings from Coast to Coast has led 
the council of the association to permit 
layoffs not to exceed a half week in all 
on the trip to the Coast and return. These 


yoffs are effective only west of an 
aginary line drawn from Winnipeg, 
n., to San Antonio, Tex. The full 


xt of the resolution which was passed 
the council meeting of February 
reads: 
“RESOLVED, That in view of the re- 
tion of one-night stands and the great 
iifieulty in securing consecutive dates, ail 
companies going to and returning from 
the Pacific Coast shall be allowed to pay 
valf salaries to the actors for any lay- 
ff for a period not exceeding in all a 
alf a week.

When the time came for the debate, Pro- 
fessor Woolbert was unable to attend the 
convention, but he sent a letter, which 
was read by Joseph F. Smith, who took 
his place on the program.

Now these “expressed ideas” are seldom 
the opinion of “any man” in particular.

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Woolbert .Rags Stage Diction 


Excerpts from a paper prepared by Charles Henry Woolbert, Ph. D., 
and delivered at the Annual Cc mvention of the National Association of 
Teachers of Speech in New York City December 29, 1925. Mr. Woolbert 
is Professor of Speech at the University of Illinois. 


My attitude as to standards of pronunciation in America can be ex- 
pressed in the following statements: 

3. Oxford and Cambridge and West End London and Broadway 
mean precious little thruout most of America. I think I speak for a pre- 
ponderating majority of the American people, the everyday folk who make 
everyday use of our language, when I say that the very fact that a par- 
ticular pronunciation ean be designated specifically as stage pronunciation 
or the pronunciation of the best British society is a guarantee that they 
will never take it up. This may sound like swashbuckling provincialism, 
but please understand that I am speaking solely as one inter: sted in social 
psychology, who records his judgment as to the esthetic attitude of the 
great masses of th American people. They may be very uncouth and 
crude in their tastes, but I hereby record 


emphatically that there is no 
slichtest chance that they will ever of thes. own choice use the pronuncia- 
tion of the stage as their own for everyday use. Certainly they will not 
consciously change. 

4, ¥ will go farther. I will say that the only use 90 per cent of our 

people will have for London or Broadway speech is to ridicule those who 
use it—unless the user is to the manner born. West of the Hudson the 
surest and easiest way to give a burlesque on the dandy or the affected 
snob or the mental aristocrat is to give a precise rendition of the speech 
of the British or the Broadway stage. This attitude may be unkind or 
even ignorant, but it must be reckoned with in advocating standard pro- 
nunciation. 
6. Any man who sets up a standard of taste In pronunciation which 
he says we-oucht to follow merely indicates that he thinks his taste so 
good that everybody ought to follow it. There can be no absolute in 
tastes, and, while men are free to choose, there is no standard in sight 
likely to be accepted in any nation-wide way. It will be a long, long time 
before there is anything like uniform pronunciation in America It may 
come some day. but it will not be the speech of the Broadway stage 

Why should it be? Why should America be told we are renegade 
and degenerate simply because we make and accept standards of our own? 
We have no cultural capital. Boston and New York, please take note. Nor 
are we likely to have for some time to come. Chicago is the logical spot 
for one, but we will all testify that Chicago had a long road ahead of it 
on the way to cultural sovereignty. No such cultural center will arise on 
either senboard—by definition of center. However much we may rejoice 
in our lineage from Chaucer, Shakespeare, Jonson, Tennyson and Swin- 
burne, nor how much we may delight in hearing English actors portraying 
English life on the stage—and I love it—still we are not going to try to 
talk as they do. ; ; 

The American people are too liberty-loving, too invé ntive, too unafraid 
of pioneering ever to be frightened by the bugaboo of being disclosed as 
different from Mother England: mother politically, morally, socially, lin- 
guistically. Our chances for following England in pronunciation are just 
about as cood as they are for following her in politics, economics, world 
relations and in family life. We shall follow, but very far off indeed. 

7 If America ever in some remote day should accept a uniform 
standard of pronunciation, no one today knows now what it will be like. 
It will be reminiscent of most of our polyglot ancestry. Like our music, 
our dancing, our humor, it probably will have a strong African flavor, as 
in the South today But it will not be the present speech of London, 
Boston or of the New York stage : 

8. The only prediction I would dare make is that it will not be the 
speech of actors. Those who recommend stage speech for everyday use 
overlook one important esthetic principle: namely, that the stage is ir- 
revocably tied down to the necessity of being different from everyday life. 
Everything that appears on the stage is in some way an exaggeration cf 
the life it portrays: lights, costume, makeup, stage sets, action, dialog 
and pronunciation, The stage must be different in order to live at all, and 
we mav be sure that, if ever the market place and the street and the home 


circle ever imitate the pronunciation of stage folk, actors will find a new 
mode of ptonouncine their words. They will have to in self-defense, for 
the stage is lost if it allows itself to be the same as life outside the

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English as her medium of expression, and 
yet in voice, rhythm and intonation she 
gives the musical liquidness and feeling 
of the original Finnish. Perhaps the 
listener who made this comment did not 
realize how truly she spoke. But 
Madame Tompuri has made her own 
translations of the Finnish literature she 
uses, so that her ear for her native 
tongue has been faultlessly carried over 
into translations which convey not only 
the meaning but the very poetry of the 
words and their musical cadence into 
the English medium. 

As the Tragedy program needed some 
element of comedy relief, Madame Tom- 
puri appeared in her third number in 
the costume and flaxen hair of a peasant 
shoemaker boy who went to his wedding 
and found his bride married to another 
man. Then the boy knocked down the 
tailor on his way home, got drunk for 
the first time in his life and for 10 min- 


utes or more reeled in ecstacies of 
“superiority” revenge until he had 
enumerated all his masculine qualities 
both physical and prophetic. This mood 
of courageous assertiveness becomes a 
wild collision of rich humor, sound 
psychology and animal spirits. The boy 


jumps over the moon in his imagination, 
loses his shoe and his hat and his con- 
science into the bargain, until he sobers 
up and dreads execution. But the 
tailor has only fainted, so the shoemaker 


makes up to him and promises him shoes . 


gratis for this world and the next if he 
will promise not to tattle on his emotiona} 
exhibition. To all this extravagance of 
mind in the boy, Madame Tompuri reé- 
sponds in body and soul and always in 
a sense of character so personable and 
justifiable that there isn't a suggestion 
of clowning or of anything overdone. It 
is the great spirit of Madame Tompurti 
from which her voice and language in 
every form takes its rhythm and every 
word and motion is a biographic moment 
in detail. This shoemaker play by Kivi 
is a Finnish classic, and the shoemaker 
clown, if ciown he may be called, runs 
in striking parallel to the exuberant 
vitality and comic genius of some of 
Shakespeare’s best creations. 

It is under the management of Wil- 
liam B. Feakins that Madame Tompuri 
is presented to American audiences. She 
has played a great variety of parts at 
the National Theater in Hetsingfors, Fin- 
land, and at her own theater in that 
city, and she has been visiting artist to 
the Lessing and the Kleines theaters in 
Berlin. Plays of Shakespeare, Ibsen, 
Wilde, Strindberg, Wedekind and Synge 
have been included in her repertory. She 
has played the part of Hamlet about 80 
times, altho male characters do not 
interest her except the shoemaker boy, 
which she admits to be a favorite. Such 
is the versatility of this internatione! 
artist.

The Kalevala has some special sig- 
nificance to American readers. One of 
the best translations is Schiefner’s Ger- 
man version (1852). “Schiefner used a 
flexible meter for his translation, which 
resembles the original as closely as the 
different character of Finnish and Ger- 
man would permit, a meter which had 
previously, tho rarely, been used in Eng- 
lish. His work attracted the attention 
of Longfellow, whose Song of Hiawatha 
is only a rather poor imitation of Schief- 
ner’s version of the Kalevala, characters 
and incidents being more or less dis- 
tinctly borrowed from those in the 
Kalevala, The incidents, however, are 
generally considerably altered, and not 
always for the better."—W. F. Kirby, 
Kalevala, Everyman's Library.

“LULU BELLE” 


Chic, insouciantly wicked an 
gether alluring, Lulu Belle, in the = 
Lulu Belle, at the Belasco Theater, Ney 
York, may be dusky of complexion and 
character, but her plumage is bright and 
shining. And Lenore Ulric wears Lu!y 
Belle “duds” with a strutting vivacity 
that causes the audience to chuckle unt/} 
just before the tragic finish of the play. 

In the first scene, the sidewalks of 
San Juan Hil, the down-town colored 
district of New York City, which David 
Belasco has reproduced most faithfully 
Lulu Belle struts into the environs of the 
street and creates a sensation with her 
breath-taking style. She wears an ab- 
breviated black taffeta frock, with a 
three-ruffled apron in front and a saucy 
bustle in back lined with bright red. A 
bouquet of red flowers is posed at the 
left waist. A wee black bonnet is tied 
beneath the chin with red velvet 
streamers and topped with red coque 
feathers, The neck of,the frock is round- 
ed, the sleeves are short and many 
gem-laden braclets adorn the arms of 
Lulu Belle. And she wears short red 
gloves, with a short swagger st ck with 
gilt, ruby-studded handle to emphasize 
their cuteness. Very w'de mesh red 
stockings and patent-leather pumps with 
very high heels and black satn lacings 
massed across the instep and about ankles 
complete the costume, 

In the second scene, the top floor of a 
certain Harlem boarding house, Lulu 
Belle practices “taking ways’ on a rich 
man from Boston, with a na'vete which 
mitigates the offense. Before the rich 
man arrives she beguiles her lover in 
a negligee of bright green silk with self 
stripes, figured with pink flowers, the 
neckline and closing bordered w.th boa of 
bright p:nk coque feathers. A _ yellow 
nightgown, with insets of cream lace in 
yoke and hem, is worn beneath. Gold kid 
slippers and an ornate lavalier with 
emerald pendant complete the at-home 
costuming of this colored charmer. When 
the approach of the rich man, who is to 
be “fleeced”, is heralded, Lulu Belle 
changes hurriedly to a lustrous peach- 
pink satin negligee with collar ond clos- 
ing outlined with matching ostrich boa. 

Later Lulu Belle is seen in an orchid 
satn sheath gown, draped to one hip and 
tied in a flaring bow, with orchids clus- 
tered over one shoulder and down to the 
waistline, the decolletage being daringly 
low in front. 

in the cabaret Elite Grotto, where 
jazz and the Charleston run riot, Lulu 
Belle dances her way into the heart of 
a French Vicompte, who takes her to 
Paris. Her gown is a sheath of rose- 
colored sequins, with just a suggestion 
of a godet in front. Salmon-colored slip- 
pers with rhinestone buckles and match- 
ing hose are worn, plus flashing rhine- 
stone and colored jewel bracelets and a 
rh nestone necklace. An odd headdress 
consists of elongated leaves of rose silk, 
flecked with sequins. When Lulu dances 
shirred rose satn garters, edged with 
cream lace, are in evidence. 

A dusky Gibson girl, supposed to b« 
an affluent visitor, wears a startling wig 
of blue ostrich, a yellow velvet evening 
gown, draped diagonally over a founda- 
tion of blue and gold brocade and an 
evening wrap of the brocade with a yel- 
low lining.

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ACTIVE OFFICERS OF 
THE LITTLE THEATER 

After disposing of the question of a 
director for the little theater, the newly 
organized group should take up the busi- 
ness of electing a business manager, stage 
manager, property man or woman, an 
electrician and an officer to take charge 
of costumes. The duties of these officers 
will be light at first, if the group is 
small, but they are important, neverthe- 
less, to the successful production of plays 


The Stage Manager 

The duties of the stage manager are 
next in importance to those of the di- 
rector. In fact, it frequently becomes his 
duty to assist in direction, in cases where 
two groups of players are being rehearsed 
at the same time, and on rare occasions 
he may be expected to substitute for the 
director. His duties ordinarily require that 
he shall be present at all rehearsals and 
that he see that all players are present. 
He holds a copy of the play script, so 
that he may follow the lines spoken by 
the actors, correcting mistakes, supplying 
missing lines, etc. He makes notes of 
the director’s spoken orders in reference 
to entrances, exits, gestures and other 
things and calls attention to the players’ 
disregard of such orders. Since the stage 
manager arranges for rehearsals he 
should keep an address book, with the 
names, addtesses and telephone numbers 
of the players. 

Since the director usually conducts the 
performance from the front of the house 
or auditorium, the responsibility for what 
happens back stage is the stage man- 
ager’s. He must regulate the rise and 
fall of the curtain, see that the stage is 
set, and that the electrician is given his 
lighting cues at the yight moment. Ob- 
viously the stage manager must be a 
hustler, and it is therefore wise to relieve 
him of the prompt book during regular 
performances, 


The Business Manager 


The business manager is concerned with 
the financial side of the little theater. 
He attends to such details of production 
as renting the theater or hall, printing 
of program and tickets, solicits advertis- 
ing, purchases props, furniture and light- 
ing fixtures and attends to the purchase 
or rental of costumes. His selections must 
have the approval of the director and the 
person in charge of costuming. 


The Property Man 


Then there is “props” or the property 
man, the usual person to blame if any- 
thing is missing. He must supply the 
cast with props, including anything from 
letters to guns, from pins to dogs and 
from dolis to saws. As soon as the play 
has been selected, props should make a 
list of everything required and thereafter 
see that every object required in the play 
is within the players’ reach at the right 
time. It is a wise precaution to follow 
the professional practice of supplying the 
stage manager with a duplicate list of 
“props”, which may come in handy in 
case of emergency. 

“Props” must supervise the handling 
of ‘scenery, furniture, etc., so it is a 
good idea for him to prepare diagrams 
of seenic and furniture layouts, as sug- 
gested by the director and script of play, 
for the different acts, not relying on 
memory. He should also devise means of 
making quick changes, remembering that 
in this, as in everything else, practice 
makes perfect. 


The Electrician 


Whether you produce in a theater, hall 
or member’s home, in attic, cellar or 
out-of-doors, you will need a _ trained 
electrician. Lucky indeed is the group 
which has an electrician among its active 
members. Paving the fees of an electri- 
cian is oftentimes painful (when funds 
are low) for the infant group. 


The Costumes 


One of the important appointments to 
be made by the iittle theater is that of a 
person to take charge of costumes. If 
you have among you a fashion artist or 
person who knows color harmony and 
may be relied on to do a bit of research 
now and then, with the aid of the many 
books printed on the subject of costum- 
ing, that person may be relied on to see 
that the effects of lights on colors are 
considered. This person may appoint a 
committee of women who are willing to 
sew several hours a week and in this way 
dispose of the question of costume rental, 
which is an item of considerable expense 
when the little theater’s budget is small. 
It is not necessary to be meticulous as 
to the accuracy of costuming, when 
period plays are produced. It is quite 
sufficient to suggest the period and its 
colors in a pleasing way. It is very foolish 
to invest in expensive materials from 
which to fashion costumes, drops, ete., 
which may be used but once. Bear in 
mind that there are many cheap fabrics 
which look well under lights when the 
colors are good. Dyeing fabrics is so 
simply done that one may indulge in the 
richest color schemes at small expense, 
plus the cost of a good book on costuming. 
Usually the perspective of the audience 
in the matter of costuming is not super- 
critical, in the amateur theater, at least.

ERLIN, Feb. 17.— Vaudeville condi- 
tions are getting somewhat desperate 
for native performers. The few big- 
time houses have foreign bills up to 90 
per cent and their choice remains with 
either small-time or mixed movie thea- 
ters. In either case payment is in- 
sufficient to make a living. Foreign 
countries that employed German acts in 
pre-war days hardly count, especially 
England and Russia, and France and 
Italy never have figured much in inter- 
national vaudeville for want of regular 
variety theaters, more so now since both 
countries suffer under the inflation and 
cannot pay salaries equal to the German 
mark. Many vaudevillians would gladly 
get out of the profession altogether to- 
day after being connected with show 
business all their lives. The only work 
obtainable these days comes from the 
cinemas, but on account of too much 
opposition and bad times all around the 
money offered by the independent cine 
houses is very small. The UFA would 
gladiy play more acts were it not for 
the fact that their films often enough 
run so long that no added features are 
necessary, besides, even the UFA must 
be careful in running up expenses. As 
a last try a number of vaudeville actors 
have now organized their own shows by 
renting halls of breweries in the thickly 
populated East Side districts, furnishing 
the entire show and playing on the 
commonwealth basis. This at least helps 
a bit over the week-ends, but is, of 
course, no solution to the difficult problem 
of finding work for the very numerous 
acts on the market. 2 
Three breakdowns in local cabarets 
within a week, all on account of poor 
business and all three situated in the 
Friedrich street section of the town: 
The Roland of Berlin, in the Admirals 
Palace ee cee | and managed by Paul 
Schneider-Duncker; the Fledermaus, at 
Unter den Linden, a cozy and exquisite 
cabaret de luxe, and the Morando, also 
at Unter den inden (formerly the 
Riche), dying a natural death for want 
of customers. It is, of course, the high 
taxes that hastens the end of these 
places.

Josefine Baker leaves Caroline Dud- 
ley’s Colored Revue from the Nelson 
Theater shortly in order to commence 
her contract at the Folies Bergere, Paris. 
The band under Claude Hopkins goes 
to Dresden March 1 for one month and 
the chorus has been booked by the UFA 
Palace am Zoo for next month. 
Adolph Zukor, Ben Blumenthal and 
Harry M. Warner are here at the Adlon. 
Fred Astaire has also arrived in town. 
Winston’s Water Lions and Diving 
Nymphs have been engaged by Capt. 
Bertram Mills for his next Olymia Circus 
in London. H. W. Winston himself re- 
turns to the States during the summer, 
but his act will continue working in 
Germany. The show is due in Berlin for 
a return date at the Scala April 1.

As playwriting is his vocation, Augustus 
Thomas presumably had to use that 
means of expression when he found him- 
self taxed with opinions regarding certain 
affairs of state—the 18th Amendment in 
particular—and in general lobbying, 
grafting, convention balloting, political 
byplaying and such preceptives as the 
Monn Act and a few blue-sky laws. Still 
Waters is the result. 

Thomas, in a curtain speech at the 
premiere, explained that his comedy was 
rather an experiment in editorial opinion. 
Granting the license, as an editorial it 
is commonplace, hackneyed and over- 
welghted. It has all been sald so many 
times before, tho perhaps there has never 
before been an editorial that attempted 
to’cover so many different phases of cur- 
rent conditions in a single piece of propa- 
ganda. 

Judging Still Waters as a play, and 
after all the public will, it is still com- 
monplace and artless. Some of the lines 
are amusing, but the comedy is gained 
at the expense of the very things that the 
play upholds. The plot is too confusing 
to hold interest. After a dull and vague 
start it plunges into a renomination cam- 
paign for a “moist” Senator who has been 
voting “dry”. He ts sick of hypocrisy, but 
the “drys” have raised a huge slush fund 
to defeat him if he does not continue to 
support prohibition and vote for addi- 
tional enforcement appropriations. A con- 
glomeration of bootleggers, lobby reform- 
ers, debutantes, supposedly clever female 
campaign generals, corrupt Congressmen 
and what nots fight it out for three pro- 
tracted acts. The dialog sounds like ex- 
tracts from the Congressional Record re- 
lieved with choice jeremiads of the day. 
The action. all of which takes place in an 
office in the Senate Building at Washing- 
ton, is largely a shutting and an opening 
of doors, a pushing of buz7ers, and, in 
between times, a general imbibing of gin- 
rickeys and hichbal's from the plentiful 
stock in the “drv” Senator's sideboard or 
the flasks toted by the feminine members 
of Washington society. Besides liquor, the 
Senator's office contains three telephones. 
The number of calls over these wires 
rivals closely the number of drinks con- 
sumed. Together they form the crude 
technique used by the author to keep all 
of his characters almost continually on 
the stage He is more concerned with 
shouting his opinions than with the method 
he takes of doing it. Thomas gets every- 
thine off his chest, but he furnishes little 
entertainment for the customers. 


The acting is in spirit with the writing. 
Thurston Halls stands the brunt of ex- 
pressing Thomas’ feelings and is quite un- 
convincing as the “wet” Senator who is 
up for “dry” renomination. Hall is to be 
congratulated in doing as well with the 
part as he does. Nyan Brownell, as his 
secretary, is most pleasing. but she rather 
overdoes her smile Mona Kingsley is 
badly miscast as the lady who so cleverly 
manages the Senator's campaign. All the 
political talk is absolutely foreign to her 
type and the words mean nothing coming 
from her An actress with less charm 
and a more business-like manner fis needed 
to make the role register. 


Miriam Doevle reads the part of the 
Senator’s daughter with spirit, and she 
would be most enjoyable if she would give 
up thinking about striking a pose. David 
Tearle, as her fiance, gives a neat and 
satisfying performance. 


Eaward Emery is sufficiently oily as the 
reformer and Georgie Drew Mendum is 
splendid as his wife and “the representa- 
tive of American motherhood”. Robert 
Cummings, Charles H. Martin, William 
Norton, Nick Longe and Donald Dillaway 
adequately fill less important roles, and 
Henrietta Adams and Mildred Southwick 
do well with their bits. 


The direction is clumsy and the single 
setting is quite ordinary. Both are ex-

New York, March 6.—That the theater

E WONDER how many carnival 
owners, managers, agents and 
others clipped the article, or 

rather speech, Why Midways Put “Pep” 
in Fairs, which was published in our 
last issue. The author, no less a per- 
sonage than William G. Sutlive, man- 
aging editor of The Savannah Press of 
Savannah, Ga., gave good sound argu- 
ments in counteracting the unjustified 
and wuncalled-for propaganda against 
representative carnival midways coming 
from those who seem to like to stir up 
things just to have something to do and 
without full knowledge of what they are 
writing or talking about. 

To repeat one paragraph: 

“The midway gives to the people en- 
icrtainment they want. It supplies them 
with diversion they are looking for 


MN 
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when they go out to the fairgrounds 
for entertainment and to spend a 
pleasant day. All fairs should be in- 
structive. If they are not they fail in 
their purpose. But after visitors have 
had an opportunity to see the evidences 
of thrift and prosperity their com- 
munities enjoy—after they have mar- 
veled at the size of the ears of corn 
grown by the folks of their State and 
Vicinity and after they have viewed the 
local art exhibits and looked over the 
prize hogs and cattle they want some- 
thing else to do. And the midway sup- 
plies this added feature as it cannot 
be supplied by any other agency.” 

Oh, how we do love (?) those people 
who “condemn ALL for the sins of a 
FEW!” The ones who do not believe 
in “live and let live!’ The ones who 
would have all of us do as they do and 
believe as they believe! 


HE Actors’ Equity Association is 
always willing and quick to co- 
operate in any move that will 
benefit the theatrical industry. The 
latest proof of this is contained in the 
ruling of the executive council per- 
mitting members of the association to 
accept half-pay on the long jumps en- 
countered in routing shows to and 


in 1922, March 25 to April 29; in 1923, 
March 24 to April 28; in 1924, from 
March 29 to April 26; in 1925, March 
28 to May 2. 


HEN the Showmen’s League of 
America was but a “mere baby” 
it had as its head (president) 
that famous scout and plainsman, not 
to forget showman, Col. William F.

RAILROAD RATES 


S IF the cost of transportation were not already as heavy as the 
traveling showman can bear, the railroads are lining up to increase 
rates so that excess charges can be collected on-each item of 
property handled in baggage cars, with the exception of personal ward- 


robe. 


Up to the present Col. W. I. Swain and the Car-Owning Managers’ 
Association principally have been fighting the attempted rate increases. 
A few months ago Colonel Swain went to Washington and succeeded in 
blocking an informal hearing in connection with the railroads’ move to 
institute higher rates, and just recently he won an Interstate Commerce 
Commission opinion ordering a suspension of the new increased tariff 
proposed on baggage from and between Southern points. 

But one man or one organization cannot carry on this work alone 
unless all showmen whose interests are involved will pitch in with their 
support, and now that the dramatic tent show managers are getting 
together in a body it would be a mighty good thing for them to line 
up with COMA and add their resources to those of this organization 


in fighting the rail-rate increases. 


It is learned from reliable sources that only a few hundred dollars 
is necessary to settle the matter before the Interstate Commerce Com- 


mission. 


If all the showmen get together the threatened increases can 


be stopped thruout the country; if one man is left to do it alone he will 
stop them only in the States in which he is interested. 

A formal hearing in connection with the proposed higher tariff on 
baggage in the South is to be held Wednesday morning, March 17, at

<erious attention given to the acted 
drama by universities and colleges; 
Minerva is assuming the mask of Thespis. 
‘\lways, of course, there have been class 
; “and musical comedies or their 
equivalents, and performances to raise 
money for this or that. Now one hears 
co of dramatic departments, of special 
theaters instead of the co'lege chapel 
with precariously hung curtains, and of 
_-not many—beneficent bequests for the 
promotion of campus dramatics. But 
-verybody does not sense the essential 
change which has taken place, of which 
these are the outward s'gns; the prac- 
tices of yesterday dim the actualities of 
today, and even persons intimately en- 
vaged in university work do not all show 
an understanding of what is already 
happening or in the way of becoming in 
university dramatics. 


For instance, a certain university 
whose deans are singularly openmine d, 
while encouraging freshmen to interest 
themselves sane y in university activities, 
nevertheless warns them not to take too 
seriously dances, fraternity affairs, ath- 
leties, the glee club and dramatics. The 
grouping is illuminating. Even to these 
<ympathetic officials these various inter- 
ests are apparently on about the same 
educational leve'—in this particular in- 
stitution they may indeed be so—but it 
eught to be as. much in point—except 
that it is never necessary—to warn stu- 
dents not to become engrossed in their 
laboratory work. Not to discuss now the 
importance of social life nor to defend 
the value of athletics, even a moment’s 
consideration will show that properly 
managed musical and dramatic student 
performances are essential y laboratory 
work in those subjects for the students 
taking part in them, with the added ad- 
vantage of educating the audiences as 
well. Universities have, it is true, 
always been suspicious of the practice of 
the arts, but behind the deans’ warning 
is probably something more than this 
old-time prejudice. 

What that something is may be 
guessed from the dramatics of former 
years. ‘The hurried presentation of any 
sort of play with the certainty that 
there would be great excitement when 
Jack kissed Jill to the hilarious joy of 
their friends, the musical comedy put on 
by some trave'ing cheap jack with many 
topical jokes and local allusions, the 
student “show” imitating professional 
vulgarity and smart naughtiness—this 
sort of thing deserves more forceful 
warnings than the deans’, but still may 
be found tn col’ege circles. Really clever 
student vaudevilles, frankly amateur and 
original revues and class plays put on 
for the sheer fun of the thing are tu 
much better case. The joy of the doing 
justifies their encouragement’ within 
reason as it does student rallies or m'‘d- 
night serenades or other youthful effer- 
vescences, But to class with these 
activities certain present-day campus 
dramatics is to confuse quite different 
undertakings. The new dramatics are 
distinctive in the material they work 
with, the care they exercise in prepara- 
tion and the ends they aim at. e plays 
presented are dramatically—not merely 
historically—worth while in themselves; 
the performance is as perfect as pos- 


plays, 


sible, and the dominant purpose is 
artistic success. Im many parts of the 
country such performances are taking 


place, sometimes poorly directed, some- 
times hampered by material handicaps, 
but most often, I think, by misunder- 
stand ng Because some dramatic ac- 
tivities are educationally worthless all 
are looked on askance. Also there is 
some scarcely conscious suspicion of any- 
thing, even anything worth while, done 
for any motive except formal credit. 
Plays do not usually receive academic 
credit; perhaps the student mind turns 
to them for that very reason with the 
greater eagerness. Such work for love 
seems to merit encouragement rather 
than suspicion, demonstrating a really 
amateur spirit and pursuit of training 
for its own sake. In any case there is 
&® true dramatic renaissance in many of 
our universities and col'eges, and even 
in our high schools, which deserves the 
critical, but when proved deserving the 


real encouragement of educational 
Authorities, 
ONSIDERABLE enfounerstanding 
exists, however, as to what shoul 


be expected from this 

interest in @rama. I recently received 
® questionnaire inquiring what actors, 
‘cene designers or playwrights our uni- 
‘ersity has contributed to the profes- 
sional stage. More usefully we might 
ave been asked how many ungifted 
‘pirants in those directions we had 
own the error of their-dreams. Not 
‘vat the universities shou'd not encour- 
‘ge such talent to make the most of 
‘self. They perhaps can and probably 
9 so to some degree, tho there ts real 
ground for doubt as to the actual ef- 
cleney of scholastic courses in develop- 


educational 


? 
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ing artistic talent let alone genius in any 
form. Perhaps this is especially true of 
the arts of the theater. Acting may be 
hindered by too much theorizing about 
it, and paywriting demands an experi- 
ence of the world and of life which few 
university students, certainly very few 
undergraduates, can possess. This is not 
to disparage the work of Professor 
Baker, of Professor Koch or of the dra- 
matic schools. It is merely to say what, 
I am sure, they would agree with, that 
only the most exceptional institutions, 
and very few of them, will have enough 
really gifted emb-yo p aywrights' or 
actors to warrant courses especially for 
them. The usual university has the 
larger and, in my judgment, just as im- 
portant job of training the audience. 
The test of a university’s service to the 
drama is the kind of plays its students 
patronize and enjoy. 

Such a purpose has only to be stated 
for its importance and its difficulty to 
he apparent. In the last analysis what 
the drama of any country is depends on 


what its audience will support. In set- 
tled circumstances — which, however, 
hardly seem to have existed in this 


country for some years—a city gets thru 
traveling companies, stock companies or 
amateur theaters the kind of plays it 
will pay for. Universities assume as 
part of their duties the training of their 
students in politics, in health, in knowl- 
edge generally. But they often disregard 
the arts in any large way. Drama, art 
for the crowd, offers an unusual oppor- 
tunity for mass training. An effective 
performance may appreciably raise or 
lower public taste or broaden public in- 
terest. But for such social results from 
drama there must be performances; 
courses of instruction can do little. Iam 
not sure that a good case might not be 
made out for a resident professional com- 
pany at every large institution giv ng 
free or nearly free performances for the 
student body. But this woud lose cer- 
tain advantages of student participation 
and seems, no doubt, too remote from 
actuality to merit further comment. Not 
leaving, then, the practical for the 
utopian, what results may reasonably be 
hoped for from university dramatics in 
this attempt at training the audience? 


The good theatrical audience has two 
special characteristics—intelligence and 
openmindedness about the drama with 
some Knowledge of its standards. Intel- 
ligence is a matter of parentage, beyond 
the reach of educationa! institutions, and 
of general knowledge, which the schools 
are as a matter of course trying to 
increase. Openmindedness about the 
drama and an understanding of its 
standards depends largely upon experi- 
ence in the theater. The outstanding 
yang ey with the usual] theater audience 
is that it is prepared to enjoy only what 
it has enjoyed already. Unless it has 
had some training in taking quickly new 
points of view it listens dazed to any- 
thing different and is therefore moved 
ony to boredom. Perhaps New York 
audiences and those in towns with active 
experimental theaters are becoming ac- 
customed to unusual attempts, but the 
country at large has had little oppor- 
tunity for theatrical] education. So it 
blinks at anything out of the ordinary 
and calls Abie’s Irish Rose a swan. 
Universities and colleges can be, dra- 
matical'y speaking,®of the greatest serv- 
ice to their constituencies by putting on 
as well as they can different types of 
plays—comedies, tragedies, farces, melo- 
dramas, fanciful plays, realistic play: — 
from different ages and countries—class- 
ical, Elizabethan, French, Russian, 
Chinese—anything and everything that 
has in it the breath of lasting dramatic 
life, anything except the usual con- 
temporary Broadway success of no value, 
wy interesting only by skilled produc- 
tion. It is the necessity for this variety 
that makes exclusive presentation of 
original plays unsatisfactory. The edu- 
eation of the audience demands a richer 
and more varied fare than any play- 
writing group is likely to furnish. 


On the whole the university under- 
graduate audience offers an encouraging 
prospect, It is fairly openminded to be- 

in with, at least more openminded than 
ts corresponding elders. It hates being 
done good and suspects entertainment 
which can be by any chance improving. 
It is bored—and rightly—by slow-moving 
classical revivals of Greek tragedy, in 
which Harry, looking sheepish in some- 
thing suspiciously like a nightgown, rests 
from oratory while bare-legged maidens 
of his acquaintance caper about in a pre- 
tended restoration of a Greek dance or 
by the artless repetitions of Elizabethan 
witticisms delivered by the college Merry 
Andrew, Shakespearean only in his mot- 
ley and his bells. All things considered, 
the co'lege president, not our own I need 
scarcely say, who found Galsworthy’s 
Silver Box “unsettling”. It was the 
students more than the faculty who liked 
Aria da Capo best from a list of some 
dozen one-act plays. It was a prosperous 
Rotarian and dealer in flivvers, not one 
of the younger generation, who called 
King Argamenes and The Chester Christ- 
mas Play meaningless rot. The last play 
shows that students will welcome even 
the old plays sometimes—always, I think, 
when their real spirit is captured in the 


production and when they are properly 
p-epared for. What the university audi- 
ence needs most is a better sense of 
dramatic standards. It fo lows its elders 
in liking Abie; it flocks to the movies— 
any movies: it laughs at even its own 
vaudeville shows. ‘A better sense of 
standards can be best communicated to 
it in a large way by showing it good 
productions of good plays. 


~ 


OOD productions of good plays—a 

simple but not so easy program, Yet 

not so difficult either as it might 
be. Some things it does not require— 
elaborate equipment, for instance. With 
inventive even tho inexperienced en- 
Zineers and electricians at hand, with 
fresh tho untried costume designers eager 
to experiment, all sorts of expedients are 
resorted to and often beautiful results 
are obtained. The point need not be 
labored since many little theaters thruout 
the country have proved it again and 
again. 

Where these little theaters have often 
failed is in the acting. Social considera- 
tions have too much entered in; because 
Mr. Jones drives a high-priced car Mrs. 
Jones, who acts like a broomstick, must 
have a prominent part which by right 
should go to her maid. University dra- 
matics can be entirely free from this sort 
of thing. Our own best actress in one 
year was putting herself thru school 
by taking care of children and doing 
housework, yet the sororities lent us 
their furniture no less willingly nor ap- 
plauded no less enthusiastically. More- 
over, most adults are hard to get for re- 
hearsals and after they are got there 
are often unamenable to suggestion. The 
student is used to working on schedule 
and to following direction. Thus a uni- 
versity play can be given with adequate 
understanding and real artistic finis:— 
amateur to be sure, but not unsatis- 
factory—provided only it has been al- 
lowed sufficient time for preparation and 
has had proper direction. The youth of 
the actors is, of course, a real hand.cap, 
only in part made up for by their en- 
thusiasm and lack of self-consciousness. 
But it is Masefield, I think, who suggests 
that, after all, the Elizabethan boys may 
have done a better job by Shakespeare's 
heroines than many modern posturing 
adult actresses. 


Good direction there must be, and it is 
not so easy to find as might be expected 
from the number of persons who profess 
to offer it. Especially in college dra- 
matics a certain scholastic background 
is necessary and a scholastic point of 
view. The closer the connection, there- 
fore, between the courses in dramatic 
literature and the university dramatic 
performances the better. Separated, the 
literary study becomes academic and 
merely bookish, the dramatics weak in 
backgrounds and stability. Then too, the 
direction should be really educational in 
purpose. Some writers on dramatics 
think of them as educational mainly for 
the players and advise putt ng students 
in for the parts they are least well fitted 
for—a “roughneck” for a prince, for 
example, to develop him in a way he 
needs most—but this seems to me to in- 
flict unwarranted pain on the audience. 
The dominant purpose must be the best 
possible performance. Still the education 
of the players may well be kept in mind. 
There is a type ot direction which does 
get good results but which is not so de- 
sirable in university circles as it might 
be elsewhere—that direction which in- 
structs only thru imitation and insists on 
some preconceived conception of the 
parts. Of course, any director will pick 
his cast in accordance with his own idea 
of the play, but having done so it is 
unfortunate—tho I admit sometimes 
necessary—to proceed by mere imitation 
and mold all the actors into a fxed 
pattern. Some pattern there must be, but 
the really educational director will let 
his players have as large a part as pos- 
sible in its creation. 

But above all the university director 
must be intelligent, painstaking and sin- 
cere. The less he knows on the whole 
of professional methods the better, for 
amateur players are likely to pick up 
from him the shell and the slang of them 
and miss the valuable idea. He must 
work from within out and try for only 
honest effects. Pretense, pose, flossiness 
are if possible more abominable in ama- 
teurs than in professionals; it is the bad 
professionals who especially exhibit them, 
and it is these same professionals who 
are most likely to turn to direction in 
schools. Flashiness and “putting on” 
have always been the bane of the arts of 
expression. Unfortunately they often 
please the audience. But educational in- 
stitutions have no right to tolerate such 
methods, nor plays given for the glory 
of the director or of any special player. 
The college paper’s talk of the amateur 
“stars” is absurd. The only legitimate 
motive is, so to speak, the glorification 
of the play itself. 

Perhaps the most necessary application 
of this principle is to the finances. Plays 
given primarily to raise money for no 
matter how worthy a cause are of neces- 
sity educative almost always only in a 
bad way. Lovers of any art must resent 
its financial servitud Certainly so far 
as the drama is concerned there is plenty 
of that sort of thing in the cold world. 
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I may be accused of taking university 
dramatics too seriously, but where in the 
name of Apollo should the arts be taken 
seriously if not in the institutions of 
higher learning? Amateur  dramatics 
may be—undoubtedly usually are—pretty 
unsatisfactory under any absolute stand- 
ards of acting and stagecraft, but they 
can at least be right in spirit. To give 
plays primarily to buy blankets for the 
athletes, or hymn books for the college 
chapel, or even plays for the library is 
to make Melpomene a prostitute. If 
having accumulated a few shekels she 
wishes to play the patron for these or 
other causes that is another matter. 
Normally she will have all she can do to 
be faithful to her own job—to keep a 
roof over her head, clothes on her back 
and lights—-how many lights she can use 
—in her borders. 


F proper conditions exist much may 

rightly be expected in the way of re- 

sults. Not that anything the colleges 
do is going to reform or indeed change 
much the conditions of the drama in the 
country as a whole—they cut no such 
figure in the world as all that. Perhaps 
it is even too much to hope that the 
gibe of a commercial manager that all 
the boys having taken courses in the 
drama at college flock by his intellectual 
offerings to the Follies may cease to be 
generally true. But certain things may 
reasonably be hoped for unless I have 
much misjudged my surroundings. 


There may—to mention them first— 


be certain interesting by-products. The 
plays may defin‘tely mold public 
opinion. Galsworthy’s Justice, Shaw's 


Arms and the Man, Rogers’ Judge Lynch 
hardly leave an aud ence where they found 
it. Sometimes this causes d/fficulties 
of its own. Estimable members of the 
faculty may object to some plays as un- 
suitable for youthful minds, as in the 
case of satire—curious the middle-aged 
attitude toward satire—wh'ch they think 
too cynical. One of my own most re- 
spected colleagues insists that every play. 
even a one-act play, has something 
optimistic about it; every time we put 
on a purely critical play he objects. Still 
it is exh larating that he should, for 
not too many take plays seriously enough 
even to show that much concern. 

Also plays excite as do few other 
forms of college activities a broad cum- 
munity interest. A provocative play 
Starts a whole campus talking. Proper- 
ly managed, university dramatics can be 
almost as much a center for university 
interest as football besides more or less 
familiarizing the audience with a great 
literary form. They give a chance, as 
do few other activities, to men and wome- 
en alike and enlist many departments. 
Students in business direct the advertis- 
ing and the box office; electrical en- 
g.neers manage the lights; women in 
home economics design and make the 
costumes; embryo artists design and 
execute the scenes—all this bes des the 
actual actors and stage assistants. Thus 
the plays tra.n concerted effort for a 
common cause, and the boy who makes 
“noises off stage’, the girl who sews 
the costumes, often even the ushers at 
the door, are as interested in the success 
of the performance as the actors and 
justly take about as much pride in it. 


Acted plays give life to the literary 
study of the drama and are with no ex- 
aggeration as necessary to it as labora- 
tories are to physics and chemistry. Our 
literary courses are called merely 
“academic” and said to be remote from 
life. The same, it is likely, would be 
said of science had it not insisted on 
laboratory work by the students. It is 
surprising how few people outside a 
small number of cities have any first- 
hand experience of carefully presented 
spoken drama. To teach Shakespeare to 
the usual student is almost to talk of 
music to the deaf. Of course, no institu- 
tion can hope to stage representatives of 
all the famous types of drama to each 
four-year generation of college students, 
but a four-year cycle can include many 
of them, and, supplemented by the pub- 
lic reading of others—scarcely less ef- 
fective than actual performances—can 
bring students who wish such experiences 
into actual realization of many great 
plays. Without such opportunities 
students can hardly read plays to them- 
selves with any just understanding of 
them. 

As a final by-product may be men- 
tioned the training of students as play- 
wrights, actors, scene designers or more 
likely as coaches for’ scholastic dra- 
maties. The amount of educational dra- 
matie activity in the high schools of the 
country is almost unbelievable; it re- 
quires and asks intelligent gu'‘dance. 
This the universities must supply. It may 
be that all of it combined will produce 
few if any real playwrights, actors or 
stage artists. But if such do appear they 
will have a chance ‘o try their w'ngs and 
receive encouragement to go on to schools 
specializing in such training. 

And in any case the great purpose of 
building better audiences with a _ truer 
appreciation of what the drama and in- 
deed all the arts are will be served.

Seider Warns Exhibitor 
To Study New Contract 


M. P. T. O. A. Gives Pointers on 
Provisions of New Contract 
and Rights Theater Own- 
ers Will Enjoy 


New York, March 6.—Pending the 
adoption into use of the new standard ex- 
hibitor contract, now being carefully 
studied with a view to having it ready 
for the fall pictures, the Motion Picture 
Theater Owners of America is pointing 
out to the exhibitors thruout the country 
the most important features of the new 
instrument. In a statement by Joseph M. 
Seilder, business manager of the parent 
organization, the theater owners are 
warned to exercise the greatest care in 
signing the contracts to see that nothing 
is put over on them. 


Here is the gist of Mr. Seider’s warn- 


“A contract is your bargain with the 
exchange, reduced to writing. You spend 
quite some time in the purchase of pic- 
tures, yet the moment the price run and 
protection is agreed upon, you become 
careless. You sign contracts in blank. 
You are too much in a hurry to wait for 
your ‘exhibitor’s copy’. You sign with- 
out reading your commitment. When you 
get into a jam you have plenty of time. 
You work yourself up into a nervous ex- 
citement. You run hither and thither— 
then you are ‘licked’. Had you the fore- 
sight to get behind you thousands of 
fellow theater owners, members of the 
M. P. T. O. A., you would come out on 
top, like your wiser neighbors who co- 
operated, because they realize the value 
of reciprocation. Why not invest a few 
minutes at the time you sign a contract 
and profit by dividends in avoided head- 
aches, heartaches and financial loss? 


“The first step upon striking a bargain 
is to patiently wait until the contracts 
are written out. Then carefully read 
clause ‘First’. It is the Warranty Clause. 
If it is noted in the Warranty Clause that 
a clause or clauses had been added, read 
the additions carefully, and if it does not 
meet with your approval, use the blue 
pencil, or do not sign. Always remember 
that no clauses can be added without 
your consent. Watch for and read care- 
fully the provisions that are written in. 
See to it that your understanding is clear- 
ly expressed in these written provisions. 

“Watch the allocation of prices. A 
lump sum for the entire contract would 
not be dangerous if all the pictures con- 
tracted for were delivered. In the case 
where the best picture with the smallest 
price allocated is not delivered you are 
very much concerned. 

“Have your protection clearly set down 
—your run, what theaters you follow, the 
number of days of protection, the number 
of-Gays after your preceding run that you 
are entitled to receive the photoplay for 
exhibition. 

“If you want to make sure that a cer- 
tain theater will play the picture (ex- 
ploitation reasons), have the following 
words written in: “The distributor war- 


rants that all the photoplays described in’ 


the schedule herein will have a first-run 
showing in ‘the..........Theater of this 
city.” 

“Make sure that the exhibitors’ copy 
that you receive conforms with the other 
copies that you sign and with your un- 
dersstanding. Do not take anyone’s word, 
not even the district manaver’s. Have 
every representation and promise written 
inta the contract. 

“When your contract is returned to you 


approved, compare it carefully with the 
exhibitor’s copy that you have in your 
possession. If there are any alterations 


or changes, immediately bring them to the 
attention of your organization 

“You havg the right at any time within 
the period that the exchange has to ac- 
cept your application and prior to its ac- 
ceptance to cancel or withdraw your ap- 
plication.” 

Mr. Seider’s pointers to the exhibitor 
who is not altogether clear on the tech- 
nical phraseology of the new contract 
should be of great help if carried out to 
the letter. 

The M. P. T. O. A. business manager 
also warns the theater owner that it is 
always best to insist upon the delivery 
of the approved contract in preference to 
proceeding to book the picture upon verbal 
assurance of the manager fhat the con- 
tract is O. K., as this will avoid compli- 
cations in the event the applications are 
tampered with by the distributors, as was

THEATER OWNERS WISED 
UP ON N. J. MEASURES 
AFFECTING EXHIBITION 


New York, March 6.—Exhfbitors thru- 
out the State 6f New Jersey are aligning 
in the fight captained by the Motion Pic- 
ture Theater Owners against the many 
bills in the Legislature which would work 
havoe to the industry. In the house or- 
gan of the M. P. T. O. of New Jersey, 
Joseph M. Seider reviews up to date all 
legislation affecting the motion picture 
business in that State _ 

He lays particular stress on the Wil- 
liams resolution passed by the Senate 
and reported favorably in the Assembly 
Committee, urging every exhibitor to 
exert all his influence with Senators and 
Assemblyvmen to bring pressure upon 
members of the commission whose duty 
would be to revise the existing Blue Laws 
under this new measure. 

Opposition is also urged against As- 
sembly Bill No. 115, on the ground that 
it “will permit a person claiming that 
he had been discriminated against to sue 
for @amages”. The exhibitors need not 
worry as much over Assembly Bill No. 
297, which does not provide further safe- 
guards for use of moving picture machines 
in public schools. 

Other bills which Mr. Seider exhorts the 
theater owner to support are the Siracus- 
sa Code Bill, which would aid in thwart- 
ing the overbuilding problem; the 
bill introduced by Assemblyman Pascoe 
the purport of which is to prevent a thea- 
ter owner from making political campaign 
contributions, and the recently introduced 
measure known as Assembly Bill No. 
395, which has as its purpose the State 
supervision of fixing basic insurance 
rates. 


At the last meeting of the New Jersey 
unit of the M. P. T. O. A. a report was 
made indicating that local insurance com- 
panies may consider an adjustment of the 
basic rate of insurance. Director William 
Keegan, who made this report, presented 
for the meeting, held at Newark, a docu- 
ment to the organization’s counsel, Aaron 
Dawes, which was generally construed 
by the directors as an admission on the 
part of the insurance units of alarm over 
the bill against basic insurance-rate fix- 
ing. This bill would empower the State 
to fix the basic rates instead of the in- 
surance companies.

New, York, March 6.—Erich Pommer, 
former managing director of UFA Films 
in Germany. who left this country for 
Germany Saturday following a brief visit, 
will make a series of pictures in Ger- 
many for Famous Players, according to 
report.

told of her return by the superintendent 
of the building. A minute before he gets 
the news he is seen looking dolefully into 
the dark apartment of Mimi, which she 
vacated without warning after he had 
suspected her in brutal fashion of being 
unfaithful.

Many Improvements 
For the Regina Fair 


Industrial Exhibits and Govern- 
ment Buildings To Be Con- 
structed---Preparing for 
Provincial Birthday

Regina, Sask., March 5.—The Regina 
Provincial Exhibition will have a promi- 
nent part in celebrating the 21st birth- 
day of the province of Saskatchewan this 
year, and it is making preparations fitting 
for the occasion. 

When the 1926 exhibition opens a num- 
ber of improvements will have been com- 
pleted and the fair plant will present a 
more attractive appearance than ever be- 
fore. Plans for the construction of a 
new industrial arts building and a govern- 
ment exhibits building have been ap- 
proved; also an extension of the present 
automobile building. These improvements 
will cost about $65,000. To finance the 
project it is proposed to issue 10-year 
debentures for $60,000. . 

The Saskatchewan exhibit building will 
be 280 by 64 feet; the industrial exhibits 
building the same size, and the auto show 
building will be extended 120 feet. It 
is hoped to complete these improvements 
before the summer exhibition opens. It 
also is planned to make a start on the 
development of park grounds, where there 
will be bowling and tennis greens, an 
artifical lake, etc. A band stand also will 
be constructed and weekly band concerts 
will be held this summer. The ground 
floor of the band stand will be converted 
into a women’s department that will be 
an innovation at the Regina Exhibition. 

It is planned to make this year’s 
Regina Exhibition an outstanding event 
in the history of the association and a 
particularly good entertainment program 
is promised.

Art Briese has returned to Chicago 
after an extensive trip that has taken him 
from Coast to Coast with Thearle-Duf- 
field’s Fireworks.

It now seems definitely assured that 
there will be no North Carolina State 
Fair this year. 

_At a meeting of the State fair board of 
directors February 25 a decision was 
made by the unanimous passage of a 
resolution that, in view of plans adcpted 
to sell the old fairgrounds and reinvest 
the proceeds in a new and up-to-date 
grounds on a new location, it would be 
impractical to undertake to hold a fair 
next fall, and that due announcement be 
made that no fair will be held this year.

He was a 
high illustration of trifth, a lofty example 
of fidelity and walked in the paths of 
honor. 

During the years of our close contact 
not a frown ever passed between us and 
not a word of irritation was ever spoken, 
tho we frequently differed in our views of 
life. The first emotion of pain he ever 
caused was by his departure. What 
nobler testimonial could be written of 
man? 

Now that his work is done, his suffer- 
ing ended, may we not hope and believe 
that his life on earth shall be found 
precious before God?

It is, 
by all odds, the best acting of the after- 
noon. Mario is played in a rather stagy 
manner by Eugene Donovan, altho it’s 
not altogether his fault. In the first 
place, the spectacle of a disagreeable 
character being loved by many women 
and liked by all men is hard to believe, 
and in the second place, Donovan is not 
happily cast in farce. He does his best 
work in the slow-motion first act, and 
would be better thruout if he would relax 
occasionally and not appear so carefully 
restrained. Felice Brent also is miscast 
as the sneering, cynical Delia, altho she 
is always interesting and sincere. Miss 
Brent's forte is broad farce-comedy—the 
sort of thing done by Charlotte Green- 
wood and Florence Moore, whose counter- 
part Miss Brent is.

hibited on the many stationary and mov- 
ing stages. The model of this theater as 
seen from the outside has caused much 
speculation among the uninitiated. It re- 
sembles anything, from a dinosaur’s egg 
to an inverted bathtub. Kiesler argues 
that the old theater is obsolete, a relic of 
the imperial age and totally unsuited to 
the democratic and jazzed-up world of 
today. He wants not only a new theater 


—and the “Universal” or “Endless Thea- 
ter” is one of his_solutions—but a whol 
new dramatic life to put inta it in place 


of what he calls the petty stories of in- 


phon”, the “Theater-in-Space” 
Aerial City. He believes that the future 
city must be built entirely in space, free 
from the ground. His auto-theater is set 
in a hollow—no stage, no actors—just a 
mechanical symphony in colors, lights, 
music and movement of volumes. His 
“Optophon” is a symphony of mechanical 
precision, the engineering perfected with- 
out human beings. His “Theater-in- 
Space” is a four-dimensional stage in the 
middle of an auditorium. All in all, 
Kiesler is most radical. 

Many interesting models of complete 
theaters testify to the activity of the 
young artists of Europe in trying to solve 
the problems of accommodating large 
audiences without losing intimacy, of 
finding substitutes for the operatic pic- 
ture stage and of applying to the theater 
the freedom and formlessness of mod- 
ernism as exemplified in other arts. The 
“block stage” of Architect Fritz, of 
Vienna, is a curious combination of Cub- 
ism and reversion to the Elizabeth type 
of platform stage. Sternad’s “Ring 
Theater” (Austrian) has a_ revolving 
stage that moves around the auditorium. 
Prampolini (Italian) shows a futuristic 
Stage of the box form, but with abstract 
decorative elements variously painted to 
achieve a_ colorful, wholly unrealistic 
background. 

But it is the Constructivists who gain 
the most prominence and who are most 
praised by those who are in the know 
around the exhibition The Construc- 
tivist settings resemble architectural 
skeletons, with platforms, steps, frame- 
work, cages, wheels, runways, etc., put 
together with the one object of supply- 
ing all the physical means for the actor 
to act effectively, it is said. These de- 
signers claim to be anti-decorative. They 
say that decorators have grafted the art 
of the painter to the art of the theater 
and that it is nothing but an irrelevant 
intrusion. They desire to clear the stage 
of all wings, box-sets and drops, sub- 
stituting nothing beyond skeletons of the 
old type of scenery, with the parapher- 
nalia for all the acts of the play set on 
the stage at once. They generally achieve 
a decorative value of their own, just as 
the modern automobile, stripped of all 
the decorative and ornamental values of 
the old stagecoach, achieves a decorative 
rightness from its stream lines and its 
fitness to us. The Constructivists claim 
to be strictly utilitarian, 

Perhaps the least successful in the 
radical sections of the exhibit are the at- 
tempts to apply Expressionistic painting 
to stage decoration. The settings of that 
sort shriek so wildly that the actor would 
be lost to sight and sound. 

The less modernistic things, the safe and 
sane settings, are mostly in the Ameri- 
can section. But there are thrusts to- 
ward the future in this exhibit too. Al- 
together there are 41 artists represented 
in this native section, all practicing what 
is termed “the new stage decoration”. 

Norman Bel Geddes is represented with 
the model of his famous Dante project, 
models of Arabesque. Jeanne d’Arc, an 
unnamed Biblical play and a series of 
drawings. Robert Edmond Jones shows 
many sketches, among them designs for 
Skyscrapers, the jazz ballet recently 
staged at the Metropolitan Opera House. 
One of the most intriguing of the Ameri- 
ean exhibits is that of B. Aronson, who 
shows designs for and photos of real Con- 
structivist settings as executed for the 
Unser Theater in the Bronx. Another 
radical note struck by the photographs 
of the recent production of Gas, at the 
Goodman Memorial Theater, Chicago 
with machine-Constructivist backgrounds 
by Louis Lozowick.

Radical Proposals Complets

by a committee consisting of’ Thomas _B. 
Findlay. Robert McWade, George Le- 
guere, Charles Winninger, Charles Dow 
Clark and Josephine Hull, appointed 
from the membership at a meeting held 
last November. and by Frederic Burt, 
Berton Churchill, Paul Harvey, Kath- 
erine Emmet. Grant Mitchell, Fritz Wil- 
liams and Elisabeth Risdon, named by 
the Equity Council. 

The most interesting of the amend- 
ments passed was a change in the pre- 
amble which now declares that the asso- 
ciation is intended to benefit “all, those 
connected with the art of the theater and 
particularly the profession of acting” 
instead of simply the actor as the pur- 
pose has heretofore been set forth. Ex- 
pansion is thus allowed to take in such 
workers as stage directors, playwrights, 


ete., tho no intention of immediately so 
doing was expressed Another change, 
which was discussed with enthusiasm, 


was the increasing of council members to 
50 in number and the ruling that at the 
annual meeting in 1926 18 members shall 
be elected to this body, after which date 
the council shall be divided into five 
classes of 10 members each, and each 
class to hold office for a term of five 
years, instead of the whole body being 
elected for three years of office. 

Of the two proposed amendments 
sprung as a surprise from the floor, the 
one requiring American citizenship of the 
governing body was the cause of the most 
excitement during the afternoon. Much 
flag waving and sentiment was embodied 
in the wild speeches which followed the 
proposal, but behind it all was a feeling 
which first manifested itself when a peti- 
tion for retaliatory discrimination 
against foreign actors from countries in 
which there is alleged discrimination 
against American performers Was pre- 
sented last Friday afternoon by a group 
of some 8@ actors, led by Clarke Silver- 
nail, before a specially called meeting of 
the council at Equity headquarters. At 
that time it was brought out that En- 
gland was the chief sore spot. American 
players were declared to have exceptional 
difficulty there unless they were under 
steady contract, and free-lance actors 
were only allowed two months on the 
British stage, while English actors are 
permitted six months here. ‘Tho the 
counci] of Equity gave its hearty indorse- 
ment to the petition last Friday and ex- 
plained that a bill is now before Congress 
and that the matter has been referred to 
the committee on Foreign Relations, the 
petitioners apparently decided that some- 
thing should be done about it in the 
Equity constitution. The backers of the 
motion this afternoon declared that they 
proposed the qualification of American 
citizenship for the council as a protec- 
tion of home industry and not in dis- 
crimination against the present members
